THE  HIGH  RESOLVE 


Times  and  seasons  which  have  become  occa 
slons  of  celebration  and  commemoration  exert 
a  powerful  influence  on  the  human  mind.  It  is 
possible *that  the  beginning  of  a  new  year  Is  a 
period  of  more  pregnant  introspection  than  any 
other,  because  it  marks,  as  it  were,  the  end  of  a 
chapter  in  the  book  of  life.  Perhaps  It  is  to  pre- 
vent oneself  from  thinking  too  much  that  soli- 
tude is  avoided  at  the  year's  end  and  when  the 
new  year  begins.  The  birthday  of  a  new  chapter 
In  life  Is  however,  a  time  for  at  least  some  soli- 
tude and  reflection,  for  an  appeal  to  ones  better 
self  and  an  evaluation  of  what  our  purposes 
have  been  and  what  has  been  accomplished  in 
putting  them  into  effect. 

Possibly  most  of  the  editorial  reviews  that 
will  be  written  about  this  new  year  which  is 
ushered  in  today  will  deal  with  economic  stress 
and  point  the  moral  of  how  the  darkest  hour  is 
Just  before  the  dawn.   They  will  tell  of  signs  of 
a  reawakening  prosperity,  of  how  misfortunes 
have  been  coped  with,  and  how  they  are  on  the 
eve  of  being  overcome.  Many  writers  will  attempt 
something  in  the  nature  of  an  economic  stock- 
taking.  This,  however,  is  just  as  good  a  time  for 
a  stocktaking  In  matters  of  the  soul  as  in  mat- 
ters of  material  well  being,  or  111  being,  as  the 
case  nfay  be.  After  all,  most  new  year  resolutions 
are  concerned  with  matters  into  which  the  good 
of  the  soul  enters  as  well  as  the  good  of  the 
body,  for  even  If  such  resolves  are  not  kept,  they 
at  least,  by  the  making  of  them,  suggest  a  realiz- 
ation of  defects  and  a  desire  to  make  them  good 
For  the  more  reflective,  and  It  Is  a  pity  that 
the  number  is  not  greater,  the  new  year  is  a 
time  of  self  examination.  Lives  are  conditioned 
by  thoughts,  and  If  thoughts  are  to  do  their 
proper  duty  they  must  be  watched  with  sleep 
less  vigilance,  for  thoughts  are  in  the  aggregate 
a  mans  philosophy  of  life.   On  this  date  when 
he  examines  the  thoughts  which  have  governed 
his  conduct  he  can  determine,  at  least  in  part, 
whither  he  Is  steering;  how  he  Is  shaping  his 
course.  He  can  determine  how  far  with  him  life 
has  been  a  mere  matter  of  material  struggle 
of  self  indulgence,  of  the  pursuit  of  pleasure 
It  Is  for  him  to  say  whether  what  he  has  accom- 
plished through  the  agency  of  his  thoughts  as 
they  have  conditioned  his  life  may  not  after  all 
be  "a  tale  told  by  an  Idiot,  full  of  sound  and 
fury  signifying  nothing."   It  will  be  the  reverse 
if  he  believes  he  has  followed  the  advice  of  Mr. 
Oladstone— "be  Inspired  with  the  belief  that  life 
Is  a  great  and  noble  calling  not  a  mean  and 
grovelling  thing  that  we  are  to  shuffle  through 
as  we  can,  hut  an  elevated  and  lofty  destiny." 

The  best  of  resolutions  Is  bound  up  in  the 
thought  that  a  new  year  can  bring  the  possi- 
bility of  a  new  way  of  life.   It  may  be  a  difficult 
thought  to  form  a  resolution  upon  in  these  times 
when  new  and  perplexing   problems  confront 
humanity,  when  social  and  international  condi- 
tions bemuse  the  material  outlook.     There  Is, 
however,  the  certain  knowledge  that  in  any  and 
every  attempt  to  find  the  solution  for  mundane 
problems  It  Is  necessary  to  bring  to  their  con- 
sideration moral  purpose.    As  a  writer  In  The 
London  Times  says:    "We   cannot   make  true 
progress  until  we  order  ourselves  according  to 
those  laws  of  life  which  have  their  source  and 
sanction  in  all  that  faith  has  learned  about 
God."    In  elaborating  this  conception  he  goes 
on  to  say:  "No  resolution  for  the  new  year,  no 
hope  of  happiness,  no  prospect  of  peace,  no  plan 
for  improved  conditions,  no  programme  to  se- 
cure international  fellowship  can  be  attained 
unless  we  determine  to  follow  where  the  laws  of 
righteousness  and  fellowship  lead  In  obedience 
to  the  will  of  God.  Our  relations  to  each  other, 
whether  of  our  own  family  or  of  the  remotest 
peoples,  are  determined  by  our  consciousness  of 
God*  and  our  will  to  obey  Him  In  every  action  of 
our  lives." 

In  thoughts  such  as  these  If  they  can  be 
brought  to  bear  to  condition  actions  there  is  a 
call  for  a  new  way  of  life.    They  Inspire  the 
recognition  thaj,  it  is  not  from  our  fellow  men, 
or  our  environment,  or  the  metier  of  our  lives,' 
that  the  stocktaking  of  the  soul  must  be  devised! 
The  recognition  is  that  all  that  Is  true,  pure, 
righteous  and  honorable  comes  from  above,  and 
is  Inspired  from  there.  The  best  of  all  new  year 
resolutions  Is  a  determination  to  give  that  faith 
a  practical  expression.  By  doing  so  It  is  possible 
to  transcend  the  world's  favors  and  be  unmoved 
by  its  condemnations.    The  vision  of  a  purged 
soul  goes  beyond  the  seen  and  temporal;  it  is 
freed  from  the  captivity  that  encompasses  a  life 
where  faith  and  hope  are  wanting.    It  is  the 
higher  vision;  the  nobler  resolve;  the  divorce- 
ment from  absorption  In  the  transient,  which 
must  always  have  a  tendency  to  disqualify  for 
the  eternal.   Such  absorption  must  exclude  from 
life  the  vlslon...pf  the  City  of  God;  it  is  a  nega- 
tion of  the  activities  of  the  Divine  Spirit  The 
best  of  all  new  year  resolves  Is.  therefore,  to 
seek  out  the  highest  meaning  and  purpose  of 
life,  namely,  the  Pursuit  of  that  which  has  a 
timeless   validity.   When   found   and  pursued 
thereafter  there  Is  the  fulfilment  of  the  promise-' 
"Because  thou  hast  kept  the  word  of  My  pa- 
tience. I  also  will  keep  thee  from  the  hour  of 
temptation,  which  shall  come  upon  all  the  world 
to  try  them  that  dwell  upon  the  earth."- 


The  world  production  of  gold  during  the  decade 
from  1920  to  1930  was  not  sufficient  to  keep  pace 
with  the  expanding  needs  of  world  business 
Observers  have  noted  and  pointed  out  that  over 
a  long  period  of  years  a  yearly  addition  of  about 
3  per  cent  to  the  total  existing  supply  was  quite 
sufficient  to  keep  the  commodity  price 
fairly  steady.  In  recent  years,  however,  gold  pro- 
duction, has  fallen  and  as  a  consequence  com- 
modity prices  have  declined. 

It  is  Just  at  this  point,  fortunately,  that  there  candidal 
is  now  good  prospect  of  improvement.  Gold  pro-' 
ductlon,  which  stood  at  320  millions  of  dollars  In 
1922,  has  risen  to  480  millions  In  1932.  More- 
over, we  are  assured  on  good  authority  that  in 
the  past  nearly  half  of  the  new  gold, each  year 
was  absorbed  by  the  arts  and  by  hoarding, 
whereas  almost  no  new  gold  Is  employed  In  the 
arts  at  the  present  time,  and  the  hoards  Instead 
of  Increasing  are  .actually  being  reduced.  If  the 
figures  give/i  by  the  experts  can  be  trusted,  we 
have  passed  the  period  of  world  scarcity  of  gold 
and  may  with  good  hope  and  reasonable  confi- 
dence look  forward  to  1933  as  a  period  of  slowly 
but  steadily  rising  prices  In  response  to  the  in- 
crease in  the  relative  gold  supply. 

The  rate  of  progress  of  recovery  will,  how- 
ever, inevitably  depend  upon,  and  will  be  hast- 
ened or  retarded  by., the  conduct  and  Policy  of 
our  governments,  national  and  civic,  In  their 
taxing  and  money-spending  activities.  Our  pub- 
lic men  have  no  very  pleasant  task  before  them. 
It  is  easy  enough  on  the  ground  of  theory  to 
dispose  of  the  argument  that  a  reduction  of  gov- 
ernmental expenditure  means  a  reduction  of  the 
purchasing  power  of  the  recipients  of  government 
money.  They  can  point  out  that  the  reduction 
of  governmental  expenditure  will  not  reduce  gen- 
eral purchasing  power,  but  will  leave  it  in  the| 
lands  of  the  taxpayer  instead  of  transferring  it 
to  the.  beneficiaries  of  governmental  expendi- 
ture. In  practice,  however,  the  problem  is  a  dif- 
ficult one  and  calls  for  both  firmness  and  good 
discretion. 

The  credit  of  many  governmental  units  from 
the  highest  to  the  lowest  has  been  nuch  im- 
paired by  unrestrained  spending  during  the  post 
war  period.  Those  cabinets  and  councils  and 
boards  whose  budgets  show  a  deficit  and  whose 
taxes  are  delinquent  will  have  to  put  their  houses 
in  order  before  their  bonds  can  command  a  rea- 
sonable price  in  the  money  market.  Public  credit 
must  be  re-established  by  a  policy  of  retrench 
ment  and  reduced  governmental  outlay.

We  further  can  imagine  that  Mr. 
Roosevelt  planned  to  use  his  exalted 
position  for  the  purpose  of  accom 
plishlng  great  things  for  the  peo- 
ple of  the  United  States.  But  very 
soon  after  his  Inauguration  Mr 
Roosevelt  found  out  that  his  polit- 
ical paths  were  not  going  to  be 
strewn  with  roses  or  lined  with 
primroses.  The  period  of  expansion 
had  almost  run  its  course  and  there 
were  dark  clouds  looming  up  on  the 
business  horizon.  Then  the  clouds 
I  burst  and  the  depression  set  in. 
Businesses  collapsed  and  unemploy- 
ment spread  throughout  the  land.

All  this  was  bad  enough,  but 
worse  was  to  follow.  While  the 
chief  executive  was  elected  by  a 
satisfactory  majority,  the  political 
elements  In  Congress  were  almost 
equally  divided,  and  whenever  the 
President  attempted  to  do  anything 
he  conceived  necessary  for  the  bet- 
terment of  conditions,  everything 
almost  that  he  attempted  to  do  was 
thwarted  by  the  legislative  depart 
ment  of  the  administration.  For  In 
the  United  States  there  Is  no  direct 
connection  between  the  admin 
istratlve  and  legislative  authority.

Again  we  can  Imagine  that  the 
first  exaltation  of  the  President  was 
followed  by  a  depression  when  he 
found  out  that    whenever  he  at- 
tempted to  do  anything  his  hands 
were  tied  by  the  Indifference  or  the 
hostility  of  Congress.    Instead  of 
supplementing  the  efforts  of  the 
President,    members    of  Congress 
seemed  to  be  Intent  upon  humiliat- 
ing him.    If  he  sent  a  message  to 
the  House  suggesting  certain  things, 
members  either  rejected  his  coun- 
sels or  exceeded  his  instructions. 
There  may  be  a  few  men  of  broad 
vision    and    wide    knowledge  of 
world  affairs  In  Congress,  but  the 
majority  of  the  popular  representa- 
tives consider    that    the  United 
States  Is  sufficient  unto  itself  and 
cannot  be  affected  by  the  business 
conditions   In   any   parts   of  the 
world.    The  Injunction  of  the  first 
President  to  avoid  as  a  plague  be- 
coming entangled  In  the  affairs  of 
Europe    has    been  misinterpreted 
and  misapplied;  the  distinction  be- 
tween business  intercourse  and  the 
entanglements     and     pitfalls  of 
diplomacy  (secret  or  shirt  sleeve) 
has  been  misunderstood.

They  can  be  seen 
in  Victoria,  and  to  look  at  them  is 
to  appreciate  the  wonderful  ad- 
vancement that  has  been  made 
along  those  lines  of  modern  progress. 

The  Memories"  in  last  Sunday's 
Colonist  covered  only  a  small  part 
of  the  field  In  connection  with 
printing,  and  the  prominent  part  It 
occupies  in  the  history  of  the  North 
Pacific  Coast.  The  historian  who

The  Hawley-Bmoot  tariff,  com- 
bined with  an  excessive  accumula- 
tion of  gold,  has  succeeded  too  well, 
so  that  American  trade  Is  a  dimin- 
ishing quantity  and  millions  of  her 
citizens  stand  idle  because,  though 
willing  to  work,  there  is  no  market 
for  the  purchase  of  their  labor. 
FERTILIZING  INDUSTRY 
At  the  present  time  gold  currency 
is  almost  out  of  circulation.   It  lies 


sterling,  which  now  has  a  wide  limit 
of  variation  in  value,  sometimes 
being  exchanged  for  as  low  as  $3.55 
instead  of  the  former  par  value  of 
about  $4.80.  and  residents  In  the 
Dominion  whose  Incomes  come  from 
Britain  suffer  so  great  loss — about 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  their  Incomes 
—that  many  of  them  have  made  an 
exodus  to  the  home  country,  where 
they  get  twenty  shUlings  for  their 
pound  instead  of  about  fifteen  shil- 
lings, and  where  commodities  are 
no  dearer.  All  these  cases  involve 
loss  to  Canadian  trade.  These  and 
many  other  evils  arise  from  the 
maldistribution  of  gold. 

Under  prevailing  conditions,  a  re- 
arrangement of  reparations  and 
war  debts  is  necessary,  and,  if  wise- 
ly and  justy  made,  so  that  by  a 
gradual  process  there  may  be  a 
more  equal  distribution  of  the 
world's  store  of  gold,  world  trade 
would  undoubtedly  receive  a  stimu- 
lus. It  does  not  follow,  however, 
that  thereby  financial  troubles 
would  cease.  Montague  Norman, 
governor  of  the  Bank  of  England, 
tried  to  peer  into  the  future,  but 
was  unable  to  see  clearly  a  way  out 
of  present  difficulties  of  currency, 
production,  distribution  and  con- 
sumption. 

One  solution  of  the  financial 
problem  Is  to  Inflate  currency.  To 
inflate  currency  by  printing  paper 
with  no  real  value  behind  it  would 
be  fatal. 
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newspapers  and  periodicals  of  the 
country.

In  changing  sterling  Into  dollars 
In  Victoria  there  is  generally  a  dif- 
ference of  several  cents  among  ex- 
change agents.  If  the  largest  num 
ber  of  cents  given  for  a  pound  ster 
ling  has  a  margin  of  safety,  as  no 
doubt  It  has,  the  lowest  must  have 
considerably  more  than  a  margin 
Undoubtedly  this  maldistribution  of 
gold  has  caused  many  evils  and 
much  suffering.  America  and  France 
both  suffer— America  especially,  for 
the  pockets  of  her  customers  arc 
empty  of  gold,  and  by  her  high 
tariff  and  labor  costs  the  prices  of 
her  commodities  are  too  high  to 
find  ready  customers, 

LOSSES  TO  CANADA 
Canadian  farmers  and  exporters 
who  sell  to   Britain   are   paid  in 
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to  grow  on  what  it  feeds.  Pacllls 
descensus  Avernl:  It  is  easy  to  slip 
down  hill.  A  country  that  inflates 
its  currency  by  a  printing  machine 
is  on  the  high  road  to  ruin. 

NOT  A  SOLUTION 
Btmetallsm  has  been  proposed  as 
another  solution  of  the  currency 
problem.  This  is  a  system  of  silver 
and  gold  coinage  made  legal  tender 
to  any  amount — the  gold  and  sliver 
having  a  fixed  relative  value.  Croe- 
sus, the  Lydtan  king,  whose  name 
symbolizes  wealth,  minted  silver 
and  gold  coins  and  bimetalism  was 
common  throughout  Asia  until  the 
time  of  Alexander  the  Oreat-the 
ratio  of  values  being  thirteen  and 
one-half  silver  to  one  of  gold.  The 
gold  coins  of  the  latter  king  still 
exist,  for  gold,  compared  with  other 
metals,  is  imperishable,  and  are  of 
great  value  because  of  their  beauty 
and  perfection  of  workmanship. 
Bimetallism  would  raise  the  price 
of  silveT  and  give  an  Impetus  to  the 
languishing  trade  of  the  Orient  But 
bimetallism  does  not  give  us  a  solu- 
tion, for  no  true  relative  value  can 
be  fixed  between  gold  and  silver,  as 


the  relative  values  are  iu  connnual 
variation,  according  to  their  respec- 
tive production,  demand  and  con- 
sumption. 

It  was  thought  that  if  Britain 
paid  her  war  debt  to  the  Unlteo 
States  on  December  15,  the  ex- 
change value  of  sterling  would  fall. 
Instead  of  falling,  the  pound  has 
risen  several  points  in  a  few  days. 
Honor  compels  Britain  to  Implement 
any  contract  to  which  her  signa- 
ture Is  attached,  and  this  moral 
quality  recognized  throughout  the 
world  outweighed  the  concrete  loss 
of  bullion. 

Increasing  exports  to  balance  or 
outbalance  the  Imports,  balanced 
national  budgets,  and  increasing 
inter-Empire  trade  as  a  result  of 
the  Ottawa  Conference  will  hasten 
the  time  when  the  CanadU 
and  the  pound  will  be  on  a 
the  United  States  dollar.

Prognostication*  of  F.  Napirr  Denkoa  at  Begin- 
ning of  Year  Substantiated  by  Meteorological 
Results-Records  Arc  Broken 

STUDENT  for  many  years  of  the  theory  that  wet  and  dry 
weather  occurs  in  cycles.  F.  Napier  Denison.  director  of 
the  Dominion  Meteorological  Observatory  on  Gonzales 
Heights,  at  the  beginning  of  last  year  predicted  an  extremely 
wet  year,  not  only  for  Victoria  but  for  the  whole  of  British 
Columbia  and  the  Pacific  Coast. 

The  annual  meteorological  report 
issued  yesterday  reveals  that  Mr. 
Denison  s  forecast  was  well  founded 
and  that  the  theory  of  weather 
cycles  can  be  depended  on  to  a  very 
great  extent.

OTTAWA.  Dec.  31  (CP)— Ma- 
chines, invented  and  made  in  Can- 
ada, that  do  the  work  of  hundreds 
of  clerks,  with  more  than  human 
accuracy,  are  aiding  in  the  compu- 
tation of  Canada's  1931  census  and 
making  lt  the  most  complete  an- 
alysis of  population  ever  attempted 
in  this  country. 

Three  years  of  experimentation  in 
a  tiny  workshop  at  the  Dominion 
Bureau  of  Statistics  by  A.  E.  Thorn 
ton,  mechanical  superintendent  and 
his  assistant.  F.  Belllsle.  led  to  the 
building  of  the  verifier  and  the  tab- 
ulator, the  most  elaborate  and  ef- 
ficient counting  machines,  and  the 
only  ones  of  their  kind  In  the  world. 

The  verifier  detects  mistakes  In 
punched  cards  and  the  tabulator 
counts  240  different  facts  under 
twenty  headings  from  the  same 
punched  cards  at  245  cards  a  min- 
ute. It  not  only  counts  the  facts 
on  the  cards  but  sorts  them  Into 
groups  so  they  can  be  run  through 
again  and  all  the  Information  cross- 
classified.

WINNIPEG.  Dec.  31—  Encour- 
aging signs  of  strength  appeared  In 
the  grain  market  during  the  clos- 
ing days  of  the  old  year,  and  todav 
values  showed  an  Improvement 
during  the  week  of  from  5-8-cent  to 
7-8-cent.  December  futures  closed 
yesterday  at  41  7-8;  May  at  44c  and 
July  at  45c. 

Firmness  was  variously  attributed 
to  light  offerings,  broader  Invest 
irent  interest  and  upward  tendency 
at  Liverpool.  Aggregate  of  export 
business  was  fair,  with  most  of  th3 
sales  made  at  Vancouver. 

Farm  deliveries  have  dwindled  to 
a  small  figure  and  the  cash  wheat 
market  Is  tight.  Elevator  Interests 
held  most  of  the  wheat  and  release 
lt  only  when  prices  look  attractive. 

A  little  more  pressure  from  the 
Argentine  was  noticed  during  the 
week,  though  actual  clearances  were 
only  1.500.000  bushels.  This  wheat 
has  now  gone  to  a  discount  of  about 
"our  cents  under  No.  2  Northern 
from  Vancouver,  which  Is  Insuffi- 
cient to  overcome  preference  for 
Canadian  wheat  in  the  British 
market  quite  apart  from  the  quality 
spread. 

Canadian  exports  up  to  Christmas 
week  amounted  to  130.000,000 
bushels  of  wheat  and  flour.  Allow- 
ing for  home  requirements  the  sur- 
plus remaining  Is  about  312.000,000 
bushels.  On  Broomhall  estimates 
of  world  requirement 3.  world  ship- 
ments must  increase  by  an  average 
of  1.000.000  bushels  weekly  to  reach 
the  total  spotted  for  the  crop  year. 

Broomhall  believes  the  next  month 
or  two  may  see  modification  of 
milling  regulations  and  Import  re- 
strictions In  Europe  which  would 


bring  a  broader  export  trade  In  the 
last  half  of  the  season. 

Coarse  grain  markets  arc  narrow 
and  of  domestic  character,  with  all 
grain  showing  a  slight  unprovement 
In  price  from  a  week  ago.

TORONTO.  Dec.  31— Nineteen 
thirty-two  takes  the  count  tonight, 
and  the  world,  badly  battered  but 
game,  and  perhaps  a  little  more 
confident,  squares  away  for  a  round 
with  1933. 

Statistics  appearing  in  the  closing 
week  of  the  year  contain  material 
tending  to  foster  confidence.  They 
show  that  Canada's  favorable  trade 
balance  for  the  year  stands  at  about 
tftO.000.000.  Her  gold  production 
will  total  about  $63,000,000  or  an  in- 
crease of  14  per  cent  over  last  year's 
production  Railway  earnings  for 
the  week  of  December  17  show  a 
decline  from  the  corresponding  week 
of  1931  of  16  to  18.  per  cent,  whereas 
in  the  several  preceding  months,  the 
decline  has  run  from  22  per  cent  to 
nearly  30  per  cent.  The  carloading 
Index  is  advancing. 

Exports  to  the  United  Kingdom 
have  expanded  sharply  in  lgfflhspe- 
clally  in  wheat,  barley,  flour,  rub- 
ber footwear,  coppsr.  hams  and  to- 
bacco, and  the  preferential  agree- 
ments reached  at  the  Ottawa  Con- 
ference are  likely  to  show  to  still 
better  advantage  In  the  year  Just 
opening.  The  lumbering  industry 
has  not  picked  up  at  the  rate  the 
Ottawa  Conference  gave  promise  of, 
owing  chiefly  to  Russian  price- 
cutting,  but  leaders  of  the  industry 
are  31111  hopeful  of  coming  to  an 
understanding  with  United  King- 
dom Importers  lor  a  larger  measure 
of  their  business.

Duplicate  Bridge  Ls  not  the  same 
as  regular  Rubber  Bridge.  The 
rule;,  of  course,  are  the  same;  the 
scoring  Ls  almost  identical,  but  the 
tactics  of  the  players  differ  some- 
what. The  part-score,  of  course.  13 
non-existent  at  Duplicate,  as  far  as 
making  a  game  on  the  combination 
Of  two  separate  hands  Ls  concerned. 
Therefore,  the  necessity  at  Dupli- 
cate of  trying  to  bid  the  opponents 
up  to  protect  part-scores  Ls  not 
nearly  so  imperative. 

On  the  other  hand,  when  playing 
in  a  Duplicate  game  which  ls  being 
scored  on  a  match-point  basLs- 
which  method  Ls  becoming  more 
and  more  prevalent  —  overtrlcks. 
which  are  of  negligible  importance 
at  money  bridge,  rise  to  great  pro- 
portion* when  the  Duplicate  board 
Ls  being  scored.  In  other  words,  a 
"top"  on  a  board  Is  a  "top"  whether 
you  beat  the  next  team  on  this 
particular  board  by  thirty-five  or  by 
600  points. 

Strangely  enough,  those  tactics 
which  wilf  win  tor  the  good  player 
In  the  long  run  at  Rubber  Bridge 
will  prove  equally  successful  at  Du- 
plicate In  regular  rubber  play,  that 
player  who  ls  conservative  without 
being  too  conservative  and  who  Is 
steadier  than  hi*  opponents  will 
probably  win  In  the  long  run.  Simi- 
larly, in  Duplicate  play  the  steady, 
even  colorless  player  who  does  not 
try  to  create  a  big  awing  on  every 
•board,  but  who  merely  is  content 
to  play  for  averages,  will  get  the 
top  scores— that  Is.  assuming  he  ls 
a  sound  bidder  and  good  card  player 


will  make  an  effort  to  play  any 
reasonably  close  hand  at  game, 
realizing  the  percentage  of  taking 
a  small  loss  if  hLs  contract  is  de- 
feated, against  a  big  gain  if  he  ful- 
filLs  the  contract  and  wins  the  rub- 
ber premium.  In  duplicate  play- 
particularly  match-point  play— tac- 
tics of.  this  sort  will  not  pay  as  well. 
In  other  words,  if  you  bid  three 
close  hands  to  game  and  make  one 
of  them,  you  are  more  than  re- 
warded while  playing  money  bridge; 
in  a  match-point  duplicate  game, 
however,  you  will  have  two  bad 
scores  and  only  one  good  score  and 
the  percentage  naturally  Is  not 
there. 

Sound  approach  bidding,  followed 
by  careful  and  accurate  dummy  play  ; 
and  defence,  will  even  more  highly 
repav  the  user  at  duplicate  bridge, 
than  at  money  bridge.  *

HOPEFUL  OF  MOVEMENT 

Rev.  Dr.  W.  O.  Wilson,  minister

Oxford  O  r  o  u  p 
Movement,  as  at 
4$ast  a  demon- 
stration of  the 
prevailing  hun- 
ger for  the  Liv- 
ing Ood.

"As  I  see  it.  people  arc  turning  to 
religion  as  the  only  tiling  left  which 
they  have  not  fully  tried.  That  two 
books  which  are  nothing  but  an 
imperfect  exposition  of  a  fragment 
of  New  Testament  teaching  should 
be  'best  sellers'  during  the  past 
months  is  indictative  of  an  entirely 
changed  attitude  of  mind.  That 
multitudes  (mostly  blase  people)  of 
all  classes  should  gather  In  Mont- 
real and  Ottawa  and  Toronto  to 
hear  a  few  strangers  tell  what 
Christ  has  done  for  them  is  signifi- 
cant. 

"Man  may  argue  as  to  the  gen- 
uineness or  value  of  the  Oxford 
Group  Movement,  but  no  one  will 
question  that  it  demonstrates 
beyond  controversy  that  people  arc 
hungry  for  the  Living  Ood.  They 
are  hungry  for  something  they  have 
not  yet  tasted — security,  confidence, 
satisfaction,  hope,  peace.  There  are 
not  a  few  signs  that  a  new  spiritual 
quickening  has  already  begun,  andl 
that  this  year  may  witness  multi- 
tudes turning  to  God." 

CONTRASTING  VIEWS

astic movement,  'the  coming  of  the 
friars.'  Wycllffe  and  his  'poor 
preachers,'  the  Reformation  of  the 
sixteenth  century,  the  Evangelical 
and  Oxford  movements,  and  the  re- 
vivals associated  with  Moody  and 
Sankey. 

"Are  we  today  on  the  verge  of 
another  period  of  spiritual  renew- 
al?" Dean  Qualnton  asks.  "That  It 
Is  needed  few  would  deny.  There  Is 
a  general  sense  of  bankruptcy  and 
disillusionment  as  men  view  the 
results  of  many  of  those  agencies 
of  human  amelioration  In  which 
formerly  they  trusted.  The  Church 
meanwhile  suffers  from  grave  evan- 
gelistic deficiencies,  whether  in  the 
pulpit  or  in  the  sphere  of  Individual 
witness.  And  faith  has  been  largely 
lost,  not  without  reason.  In  the 
power  of  mass-movements,  engi- 
neered by  clever  organizations,  to 
produce  spiritual  renewal.  As  hasj 
been  pithily  said.  'We  begin  with  a  I 
committee,  we  go  on  with  a  cam- 
paign, we  end  In  a  collapse.' 

"We  need  to  recover  the  way  of 
approach  to  the  Individual.  Here 
the  new  Oxford  Oroup  Movement 
seems  to  fit  in.  There  is  Irresistible 
evidence  of  the  fact  that  It  Is  chang- 
ing lives.  It  Is  doing  what  many 
Christians  have  been  merely  talk- 
ing about.  The  Archbishop  of  York 
says  that  'It  is  one  of  the  main 
movements  of  the  Spirit  in  our  time.' 

"But  the  desired  renewal  cannot 
be  got  up;  It  must  come  down.  Not 
that  we  are  to  be  negative  and 
quietistlc  meanwhile.    We  can  trim 
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Church,  who 
presents  the  gen- 
eral "fundamen- 
talist' '  position, 
viewing  the  pres- 
ent religious 
situation,  along 
with  recent  ful- 
fllments  of 
prophecy  as  in- 
dicating the  near 
approach  of  the 
eev.  j.  h  rowell  coming  of  Christ. 

"The  attitude 
af  Christendom,"  writes  Mr.  Rowell, 
"towards  things  religious  has 
changed;  Gods  'Word  has  not 
changed.  There  is  a  great  lack  of 
the  realized  presence  of  Ood  in  our 
church  life.  Consequently,  few  con- 
versions, family  altar  broken  down, 
and  personal  religion  at  low  ebb. 
The  situation  as  a  whole  corre- 
sponds to  prophecy's  picture  of 
Christendom  Immediately  prior  to 
Christ's  second  coming.  Ood's  de- 
scription is  'neither  hot  not  cold'— 
Indifferent;  "departing  from  the 
faith,"  discrediting  doctrines  such 
as  the  Virgin  Birth,  sacrificial  atone- 
ment, deity  and  literal  return  of 
Christ,  also  necessity  of  the  new 
birth;  "false  teachers,  bringing  in 
damnable  heresies,  by  reason  of 
whom  the  way  of  truth  shall  be  evil 
spoken  of"— on  every  hand  Christ 
and  the  church  are  spoken  against. 

"Thus  the  present  religious  situa- 
tion, with  the  numerous  recent  ful- 
filments of  prophecy,  Indicate  that 
'the  coming  of  the  Lord  draweth 
nigh.'  The  great  urge  of  the  mo- 
ment is  "Back  to  the  Bible  and  the 
Christ  of  Calvary.* 

PUZZLING  SITUATION 

Rev.  Dr.  E.  A.  Henry,  minister  of 
Fairfield   United   Church,   finds  a 
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"puzzling  relig- 
ious situation"  at 
the  present  time. 
On  the  one  hand 
science,  once 
hostile,  seems 
I  spiritually  sug- 
|  gestlve.  and  on 
the  other  hand, 
an  extreme  'ln- 
cldentallsm."  un- 
der the  assumed

"Is  split  up  Into  a  bewildering  sec- 
tarianism and  faddism." 

The  Fairfield  minister's  belief  Is, 
however,  that  "Ood  Is  working 
through  hsitory  as  of  yore.  Eastern 
lands  exhibit  the  heavings  of  an 
under-moving  spiritual  urge;  hu- 
manity is  growlngly  concerned  over 
unrighteous  conditions;  most  pulpits 
are  awake  to  the  destiny-filled  char- 


Rev.  Dr.  Clem 
Davies.  of  the 
City  Temple, 
gives  the  follow- 
ing as  his  state- 
ment regarding 
present-day  re- 
ligious issues: 

"A  renewal? 
By    all  means. 
We  are  all  weary 
of  the  old,  the 
effete   and  the 
obsolete.  Along 
with  a  lot  of  use- 
less  social  and 
economic  para- 
phernalia now  going  into  the  dis- 
card, let  us  Junk  our  religious  super- 
fluities.  The   doctrine   of  'rugged 
individualism'  has  not  only  been  a 
flop  in  economics,  but  also  In  the 
religious  sphere.   We  try  to  disguise 
our  remoteness  from  affairs  around 
us  by  giving  our  religious  insularity 
new  names;  but  it  is  religious  sel- 
fishness Just  the  same.  The  old  con- 
venticalism  did  not  feed  the  hungry 
and  succor  the  needy.  The  new  type 
attends  meetings  in  evening  dress 
in  fashionable  hotels  and  indulges 
in  pious  personal  flapdoodle. 

"Unless  religion  is  going  to  utterly 
betray  the  people  it  had  better  or- 
ganize another  crusade;  not  to  win 
the  tomb  of  a  dead  Christ,  but  to 
deliver  mankind  from  the  most 
paean,  corrupt  and  merciless  eco- 
nomic system  that  ever  existed  Its 
existence  Is  the  Christian's  con- 
demnation and  a  challenge  to  his 
spiritual  renewal.  Christians  are  to 
be  'the  salt  of  the  earth.'  but  the 
meat  goes  bad  If  It  stays  remote  in 
the  barrel.  All  we  need  to  do  Is  to 
be  spiritually  true  to  Ood  and  our 
own  souls;  then  read  Jesus'  mani- 
festo delivered  In  the  synagogue  at 
Nazareth.  Translate  that  mani- 
festo Into  modern  terms  of  thought 
and  harness  Its  dynamic  to  modern 
tasks.  Then  we  shall  receive  a  most 
blessed  renewal. 

"'I  am  come.'  said  Jesus,  'that  ye 
might  have  abundant  life.'  No  life 
can  be  spiritually  or  materially 
abundant  under  the  present  Intol- 
erable system  under  which  we  are 
living.  Let  the  church  fare  forth 
like  David  of  old  against  the  Oo 
liaths  of  greed  and  selfishness  which 
now  browbeat  and  threaten  the 
happiness  and  peace  of  mankind

If  the  Federal  conference  touches 
on  the  question  of  Income  taxation, 
the  British  Columbia  Government 
is  expected  to  contend  that  such 
tax  Is  a  matter  of  provincial  right, 
and  that  wartime  trespass  on  this 
field  by  the  Dominion  cannot  be 
perpetuated,  on  either  moral  or 
legal  grounds,  beyond  the  necessities 
of  the  moment.  For  this  reason 
any  suggestion  that  the  Dominion 
also  take  over  the  means  of  col- 
lecting the  provincial  tax  will  likely 
be  resisted.  Under  the  B.N.A.  Act. 
direct  taxation  Is  a  provincial  right, 
as  opposed  to  Indirect  taxation  in 
which  latter  field  the  provinces  have 
never  been  successful. 

The  Ottawa  conference,  In  any 
event,  will  definitely  halt  plans  for 
an  early  session  of  the  British  Co- 
lumbia Legislature,  and  there  Is  lit- 
tle likelihood  now  of  the  House  con- 
vening much  before  Ihe  mldle  of 
February.  The  estimates  for  1933- 
34  are  being  prepared  for  the  mo- 
ment, on  the  basis  of  the  existing 
departments;  but  whether  this  will 
be  changed  later  to  the  proposed 
new  form  of  combined  and  fewer 
departments  remains  to  be  seen.

Taking  an 
a  motto.  "Service,  Not  Self,"  these 
clubs,  whose  members  come  from 
every  walk  of  life,  have  unselfishly 
gone  about  the  gigantic  task  of 
caring  for  unfortunate  comrades 
and  their  families,  asking  not  even 
publicity  In  return  for  their  work. 

There  are  eight  large  ex -service 
clubs  In  the  city,  The  Army  and 
Navy  Veterans,  the  Britannia 
Branch  of  the  Canadian  Legion,  the 
Naval  Veterans'  Branch  of  the 
Canadian  Legion,  the  Pro  Patria 
Branch  of  the  Canadian  Legion, 
the  Tubercular  Veterans'  Branch 
of  the  Canadian  Legion,  the 
Veterans  of  France,  J£e  Amputa- 
tions' Association,  and  the  Canadian 
Pensioners'  Association,  as  well  as 
several  small  organizations.  During 
these  clubs  have 
made  between  them  an  average 
donation  to  charity  consisting  of 
more  than  $700  per  month.  This 
money  has  been  derived  chiefly 
through  profits  from  canteens  and 
various  concerts  and  other  enter- 
tainments staged  during  the  year. 
AID  PENSION  SEEKERS 

The  matter  of  obtaining  pensions 
for  disabled  soldiers  also  plays  a 
large  part  in  the  work  of  the  various 
units,  and  at  the  present  time  the 
Army  and  Navy  Veterans'  Club,  and 
the  branches  of  the  Canadian  Le- 
gion, through  the  local  District 
Council,  are  endeavoring  to  Improve 
the  scale  of  relief  being  given  now 
to  ex-service  men  receiving  partial 
disability  pensions. 

Realizing  that  in  times  of  stress 
it  is  very  often  the  children  who 
are  the  real  sufferers,  these  clubs 
have  during  the  past  two  weeks  sent 
out  more  than  J.50  hampers,  and 
have,  through  parties  and  enter- 
tainments, brightened  the  Christmas 
season  for  more  than  2.000  children 
ranging  in  years  from  four  to.  four- 


teen. 

Although  not  a  national  organi- 
zation, and  consequently  lacking 
much  of  the  power  of  the  clubs  be- 
longing to  the  Canadian  Legion  or 
the  Army  and  Navy  Veterans,  the 
members  of  the  Veterans  of  France 
have  done  unique  work  In  caring  for 
unfortunate  comrades.  Their  club 
house,  which  has  a  capacity  suitable 
for  boarding  more  than  forty  per- 
sons, is  always  open  to  the  really 
unfortunate  comrade,  and  a  large 
community  kitchen  helps  him  to 
lower  the  cost  of  living.

How  many  mothers,  at  one  time 
or  another,  have  exclaimed:  "He 
won't  eat!"  Any  one  of  these 
mothers.  If  she  has  an  audience,  will 
likely  go  on  to  explain  what  It  is 
that  her  child  will  not  eat,  and 
usually  concludes  her  tirade  by  say- 
ing that  she  cannot  understand  her 
child's  attitude  and  that  lme  does 
not  know  what  to  do  about  it. 

The  complaint  is  so  general  that 
we  may  presume  It  is  not  unusual 
for  a  child  to  refuse  to  eat.  There 
are  several  reasons  and  any  of  these 
may  be  responsible  for  the  child's 
acUon.  It  is  worth  while  to  con- 
sider these  reasons,  as  that  Is  the 
only  way  to  learn  how  to  meet  the 
problem. 

All  of  us.  adults  as  well  as  chil- 
dren, prefer  the  foods  to  which  we 
are  accustomed.  If  a  child  refuses 
a  new  food,  he  should  not  be  forced 
to  eat  it.  If  this  is  done,  It  Is  almost 
sure  to  create  in  the  child  an  active 
dislike  for  that  food.  New  foods 
should  be  given  in  small  amounts; 
Just  a  taste  to  begin  wlth. 

We  do  not  feel  like  eating  and  we 
do  not  enjoy  our  meals  if  we  are 
tired  The  child  should  be  rested 
when  he  sits  down  to  eat.  He  should 
not  come  direct  to  the  table  from 
exciting  play.  A  quiet  period  should 
precede  and  follow  meals. 

(KWe  more  hungry  on  some  days 
han  others.  It  U  not  to  be  expected 
that  the  child  will  eat  the  same 
amount  of  food  each  day.  A  de- 
veloping cold,  or  other  illness,  causes 
loss  of  appetite.  It  is  better  for  the 
child  that  he  do  not  eat  more  than 
he  needs,  or  to  eat  If  illness  Is 
coming  on. 

The  child  Is  greatly  Influenced  by 
te  attitude  of  the  grown-ups.  When 
he  takes  his  meals  with  the  fsmlly 

he  - 


refuse.  This  Is  not  due  to  heredity: 
it  Is  imitation. 

Children  desire  attention;  they 
enjoy  being  the  centre  of  attraction. 
If  they  find  they  can  attract  atten- 
tion by  refusing  to  eat,  they  gain 
their  objective.  Care  should  be 
taken  at  all  times  to  avoid  showing 
the  child,  by  word,  look  or  action 
that  his  failure  to  eat  Is  causing  any 
concern. 

The  child's  eating  habits  should 
not  be  discussed  or  referred  to  in 
his  presence.  At  a  much  more  early 
age  that  most  parents  realize,  chil- 
dren are  aware  of  and  pay  attention 
to  the  conversation  that  is  going  on 
about  them.  It  is  the  worrying 
mother  who  creates  many  feeding 
problems  because  the  child  knows 
he  can  gain  her  attention  by  not 
eating  and  thus  causing  his  mother 
to  worry.

APART  from  the  great  wealth  or  treasure 
to  be  derived  from  its  natural  resources, 
the  Island  of  Vancouver  possesses  cer- 
tain unrivaled  assets  which  might  be  ap- 
propriately listed  as  pleasure-trove.  Treasure- 
trove,  according  to  the  dictionary,  is  something 
discovered  that  enriches  the  finder  or .  the 
Stale,  or  both,  and  Is  liable  to  be  stumbled  on 
anywhere.  Pleasure- trove,  on  the  other  hand 
while  maybe  not  so  material -appearing,  is  just 
as  tangible  and  something  which  everybody 
finds  In  some  shape  or  other.  It  belongs  solely 
to  the  finder  and  indirectly  is  of  benefit  to  the 
SUte.  but  only  if  the  pleasure- trove  has  its 
origin  in  a  healthy  environment. 

There  are  many  places  having  claims  to 
attention  in  some  particular  respect,  but  few 
can  offer  such  a  diversity  of  environment  as 
this  same  pleasure  island  of  ours  affords.  Here 
we  have  the  ocean  surf  breaking  on  our  shores, 
tJdal  waters  working  In  various  directions  by- 
hundreds  of  lovely  Islands,  parklike  wood- 
lands, mountains  climbing  skyward,  their 
snow-capped  summits  and  ravine- filled  glaciers 
gleaming  in  the  sunlight,  lovely  lakes  lying  Ui 
the  valleys,  from  which  river  and  stream  find 
their  ways  through  dim  canyons  and  over 
gravelly  beds  to  the  level  of  the  ocean. 

With  all  the  splendid  vistas  the  Vancouver 
Island  scene  embraces,  however,  one  is  never 
satiated  with  sameness;  for  they  are  never 
alike  for  long,  the  happy  distribution  of  sun. 
clouds,  rain,  fog  and  occasional  snow  providing 
different  spectacles  through  the  ever-changing 
round  of  the  seasons.  And  there  are  so  many 
places  and  ways  of  finding  pleasure-trove— 
motoring,  hiking,  mountain  climbing,  picture- 
taking,  picture-making,  fishing,  hunting,  yacht- 
ing; yea,  and  best  of  all,  Just  loafing  and 
dreaming. 

Roadways  wind  through  some  parts  of  our 
pleasure-trove  island,  but  not  by  any  means 
the  whole  of  It,  much  the  smaller  part  in  fact, 
and  not  by  long  odds  the  best  of  It  scenically. 
From  the  Malahat  one  gets  a  series  of  mag- 
nificent views,  but  there  are  equally  as  wonder- 
ful pictures  in  many  other  places  awaiting  the 
coming  of  the  road-builder  to  make  them 
available  to  the  motorist.  Out  along  the  West 
Coast,  where  the  surf  breaks  on  wide  stretches 
of  sand  and  the  nearest  land  seaward  is  Japan; 
through  the  splendid  alpine  area  of  which 
Victoria  Peak  is  the  towering  monarch;  the 
lake  and  river  country  between  the  head  of 
Muchalat  Arm.  Nootka  Sound,  and  the  mouth 
of  the  Nimpkish  River  on  the  East  Coast  and 
the  colorful  Quatslno  Sound  country  are 
scenic  delights  in  the  greatest  of  variety.

Sooke  and  Shawnt- 
tan;  and  got  to  know  something  of  the  country 
between  tr.~m  all.  the  Inevitable  result  being 
ttnconditlcnel  surrsnr!  •  to  the  Htttfi  r»K  i 
On  more  L.  n  trc  c  |]  ;  .  fa  k  ,  tlle 
distance  from  town  to  Sooke  Lak?  in  the  com- 
pany of  other  enthusiast*,  to  arrive  there  in 


real  fishermen  "most  did  congregate,"  the 
Cowlchan.  was  but  a  natural  move.  By  this 
time,  bait-casting  had  lost  Its  appeal,  and 
watchful  waiting  for  a  painted  float  to  be 
sucked  under  by  a  hungry  fish  had  no  charm. 
Coachmen,  Jock  scotts  and  silver  doctors  pro- 
vided a  variety  of  lures  which  needed  some 
finesse  to  Hoat  naturally  enough  to  tempt  fish 
as  sophisticated  as  the  Cowichan  trout  always 
seemed  to  be. 

Campbell  River  has  long  been  known  for  Its 
sporting  fish  waters  and  is  almost  sure  to  be 
mentioned  wherever  two  or  more  of  the  angling 
fraternity  are  gathered  together.  Its  great  fish 
have  brought  fishermen  from  all  over  the 
globe,  and  the  visitors  have  received  full  value 
in  flshing-pieasure  for  the  time  and  money 
expended.  Yet  there  is  another  location  which 
Is  destined  to  excel.  In  my  humble  opinion,  the 
famous  river  which  empties  into  the  Oulf  of 
Oeorgla.  I  refer  to  the  Nimpkish  River,  which 
flows  into  Johnstone  Strait,  opposite  Alert  Bay. 

I  have  seen  tyee.  Chinook  or  king  salmon, 
whatever  may  be  your  name  for  the  big  fellows! 
weighing  seventy-five  and  eighty  pounds,  taken 
from  the  mouth  of  the  Nimpkish.  and  have 
looked  on  hundreds  of  them,  all  sizes,  strewn 
about  the  river  bank  in  various  stages  of  de- 
composition, some  picked  to  the  bones  by  black 
bears,  small  fur-bearers,  crows  and  gulls  Until 
this  area  becomes  more  accessible,  it  will  re- 
main practically  virgin  territory.  All  of  which 
is  good  for  the  luture;  for  with  Its  fine  system 
of  lakes- and  streams,  it  will  be  easy,  as  con- 
servation methods  are  given  more  attention, 
to  make  lt  a  continuous  source  of  benefit  to 
all  who  would  win  good  health  In  wooing  Van- 
couver Islands  sporty  fish. 

There  may  be  the  odd  Kike  nestling  among 
the  hills  of  Vancouver  Island  and  the  odd 
stream  gurgling  over  graveled  bars  and  splash- 
ing its  way  to  keep  the  maidenhair  ferns 
clinging  to  moss-covered  walls  green  and  lush 
with  flying  spray,  that  have  not  been  tried 
with  an  artificial  trout  lure,  but  I  doubt  It; 
for  the  occasional  man  has  wandered  Into  its 
remotest  parts;  but  I  do  know  that  In  numerous 
places  beyond  the  reach  of  the  motorist  sports- 
man there  are  waters  over  which  you  can 
when  the  fish  are  feeding,  cast  a  line  with 
several  flies  of  no  particular  choice  attached 
and  with  their  approach  to  the  water  there  will 
be  such  a  boiling  at  the  surface  that  before 
your  eyes  c:n  rxpand  to  their  widest  and  the 
thrill  grip  you  properly,  as  many  fish  as  you 
have  lures  will  be  hooked  and  the  battle  royal 
be  on.   I  never  tried  more  than  three  flies  at 


alight  on  any  Vancouver  Island  water."  They 
have  evidently  gone  the  way  of  many  other 
fine  things. 

There  ls  no  more  exhilarating  experience 
than  stalking  a  deer  in  the  Autumn-haunted 
hills  of  Vancouver  Island.  Pretty  as  a  painted 
picture,  the  blacktall  Is  sufficiently  common 
to  be  something  of  a  nuisance  to  farmers  and 
settlers  in  a^parts  of  the  Island.  At  one  time 
it  flourished  in  great  numbers,  but  the  market 
hunters,  Indians  and  whites  played  havoc  with 
the  herds  in  the  old  days,  "pit-lamping"  mainly. 
Illustrative  of  their  energy,  at  the  end  of  the 
season  when  market-hunting  and  the  export- 
ing of  hides  were  prohibited,  lt  was  revealed 
that  25.000  of  the  latter  had  passed  through 
Victoria  during  the,  year.  Today  they  arc 
probably  holding  their  own.  Some  years  before 
the  Oreat  War.  on  a  July  day.  the  writer 
counted  seventy-pve.  principally  does  and 
fawns,  while  paddling  along  the  West  Arm  of 
Quatslno  Sound  between  Its  head  and  the 
narrows.  The  tide  was  low.  and  they  were 
scattered  along  the  shore,  busy  licking  the 
salted  rocks  and  seaweed 

Black  bear  are  fairly  common  and  are  en- 
countered frequently,  particularly  when  the 
berries  are  ripe  and  the  salmon  are  working 
up  the  streams  to  spawn.    The  bears  like  the 


Indigestion  over  the  loss  of  the  latter,  and 
that  was  probably  the  limit  of  their  punish- 
ment. 

While  the  black  bear  might  be  tempted  to 
slaughter  a  lamb  or  a  young  pig.  lt  is  not,  by 
breeding  at  least,  a  flesh-eater.  He  would 
much  prefer  the  centre  and  roots  of  the  skunk 
cabbage  (why,  I  don't  know)  and  wild  onions 
to  anything  else. 

Mostly  Yellow 

OF   an   entirely   different   disposition,  a 
creature  of  the  night,  though  sometimes 
seen  by  day.  ls  the  cougar,  panther,  mountain 
lion,  or  what-not.    There  ls  nothing  pretty 
about  this  animal,  which  is  more  or  less  yellow; 
even  its  hair  has  a  yellow  tinge.    There  ls 
nothing  whatever  appealing  about  it,  and  the 
only  time  lt  ls  at  all  fit  to  admire  Is  when  lt 
stands  at  bay,  the  only  time  it  stands  erect. 
It  favors  a  slinking  and  secretive  existence,  as 
though  guilty  of  continual  crime  and  the 
common  enemy  of  all  things.    Moving  about, 
it  generally  carries  its  carcase  close  to  the 
ground.    Hunting,  it  does  not  expend  much 
effort  unless  very  hungry,  being  partial  to  a 
perch  on  a  tree  limb  immediately  over  the 
deer  runs.    On  several  occasions  it  gave  me 
some  pleasure  to  take  a  shot  at  cougar,  a 
pleasure  which  was  not  surpassed  when  I  col- 
lected the  bounty  for  an  occasional  scalp. 

Wolves  are  fairly  common  to  Vancouver 
Island,  and  In  some  sections  prolific.  They 
are  of  the  timber  variety,  grey  and  black.  The 
howl  of  a  wolf  at  night  is  not  a  lullaby,  al- 
though you  soon  get  accustomed  to  it,  and  days 
in  the  hills  Induces  sleep;  but  it  was  several 
nights  before  I  got  used  to  the  chorus  with 
which  I  was  regaled  on  two  occasions  near 
the  headwaters  of  the  San  Juan  River.  One 
wolf  can  make  a  lot  of  noise,  but  the  opposite 
bank  of  the  river,  had  the  night  vanished 
quickly,  would  have  revealed  a  goodly  few.  I 
am  certain,  resting  on  their  haunches  with 
noses  pointed  to  the  sky.  objecting  to  the 
presence  of  the  two-legged  things  and  the 
.smell  of  their  campflre. 

Hearing  a  wolf  howl  one  day  when  following 
the  Shushartie  River  near  Its  head,  I  thought 
I  would  take  the  camera  and  try  and  get  near 
enough  to  get  a  snapshot.  Leaving  carbine 
and  pack  with  my  companion.  I  climbed  over 
a  slight  rise  out  of  the  river  bottom,  where  I 
could  look  across  the  meadows  which  abound 
there,  and  as  I  took  In  the  landscape  counted 
five  wolves,  all  looking  at  me.  They  were  not 
together  but  scattered  out  It  was  in  the 
Summertime  and  they  were  not  hungry;  but 
they  hadn't  run  away,  and  were  evidently  not 
afraid,  possibly  Just  curious. 
I  tried  to  move  closer  to  them  so  that  I  might

of  the  Indians,  and  I  have  frequently  watched 
them,  from  a  reserved  vantage  point  some  little 
distance  away,  standing  up  and  bending  the 
slim  stems  to  reach  the  fruit  with  open  Jaw.v 
It  Is  Interesting  also,  to  watch  a  she-bear  and 
cub  together  on  a  gravel  bar  on  a  dav  in 
October  Part  of  the  cubs  education,  the  old 
bear,  standing  belly  deep  in  the  stream,  makes 
a  quick  swipe  at  a  mottle-backed  salmon  as  lt 
comes  within  reach,  impales  it  on  the  sharp 
claws,  and  with  almost  human  .satisfaction  and 
glee  toaaes  It  ashore,  where  it  flounders  about 
to  the  apparent  delight  of  the  cub  playing 
with  It. 

Harmless  in  its  native  haunts,  I  have  no 
grudge  against  the  black  bear.  If  he  winds 
you.  he  loses  no  time  In  getting  where  you 
won  t  see  him;  but  if  you  chance  on  a  bear 
with  one  or  more  cuba.  she  will  make  an  awful 
bluff,  standing  up  »nd  uttering  sharp,  almost 
whistling  cries  until  the  cubs  are  apparently 
safe,  when.  If  you  are  at  all  compassionate, 
most  men  are  under  the  circumstances  and 
refrain  from  shooting,  no  harm  can  come  The 
worst  they  ever  did  to  me  was  to  make  a  mess 
of  my  bedding,  eat  a  billy  full  of  prunes  or 
a  slab  of  "damper."  I  may  have 


I  advanced  keeping  the  same  distance  Seeing 
that  it  was  no  use.  It  occurred  to  me  that  I 
might  get  better  results  with  the  carbine  than 
the  camera,  and  went  back  for  lt.  There  were 
no  wolves  In  sight  when  I  got  back  with  the 
firearm,  but  what  a  lifting  of  wolfish  voices; 
the  whole  countryside  seemed  to  be  alive  with 
their  protests  *t  'my  presence.  Had  It  been 
Winter  time,  I  might  not  have  felt  very  com- 
fortable Although  wild  animals  will  not 
attack  human  brings  as  a  rule,  you  can  never 
be  certain    To  prove  the  rule.  It  la  the  un- 

happens. 


men  in  public  life  are  not  wholly  materialistic 
and  might  still  be  convicted  of  sentimentalism 
if  brought  before  a  court  of  public  opinion. 
Their  continued  protection  will  mean  more  as 
an  asset  of  the  future  than  their  destruction 
could  have  possibly  amounted  to  in  the  past. 
Here's  one  animal  that  has  never  been  charged, 
In  the  annals  of  Vancouver  Island  at  least, 
with  having  broken  down  the  fences  of  the 
defenceless  settlers  and  robbed  garden  plots 
and  orchards.  Unlike  Its  small  relation,  the 
black-tail  deer,  our  wapiti  keeps  to  the  secluded 
valleys  as  a  rule  and  shuns  publicity.  In  fact. 
I  would  be  Inclined  to  say  that  the  settler  has 
been  the  sinner  occasionally,  although  In  some 
cases  he  may  have  been  Justified  In  killing  the 
animal  for  food. 

If  you  happen  to  be  in  areas  favored  by  the 
wapiti,  it  is  not  an  elusive  creature.  I  have 
seen  bands  in  all  their  glory  within  a  short 
distance  of  Cowlchan  Lake,  where  they  have" 
a  fairly  large  range  across  to  the  Alberni  Canal. 
They  may  be  seen  in  certain  areas  of  Clayuquot 
Sound.  Kyuquot  Sound  and  several  places  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Quatslno  Sound.  They 
do  not  appear  to  range  far.  unless  there  hap- 
pens to  be  valleys  to  make  the  traveling  easy 
and  provide  passes  through  the  hills  The 
wapiti  is  not  a  mountain  climber. 

However  innocent  the  wapiti  appear  in  their 
Summer  home  life,  the  horns  of  the  bulls  are 
forming  and  they  are  still  In  the  "velvet."  The 
big  fellows,  although  appearing  more  majestic 
than  ever,  become  truculent  In  the  rutting 
season  and  are  not  altogether  the  most  docile 
of  animals  In  fact,  I  would  prefer  contact 
with  any  other  North  American  animal  at  the 
moment  than  be  suspected  of  interfering  in  a 
wapitis  love  affairs.  It  is  good  to  keep  a  safe 
distance  from  the  animal  then. 

One  late  October  day  I  happened  to  be  some 
miles  up  the  Tahslsh  River.  Kyuquot  Sound. 
There  are  probably  more  wapiti  in  the  bands 
thereabouts  than  anywhere  else  on  Vancouver 
Island,  and  they  are  not  hard  to  get  in  contact 
with.  Occasionally  wapiti  were  seen  and  there 
was  plenty  of  "sign"  .about  It  was  the  be- 
ginning of  the  mating  period  and  the  bulls 
were  showing  considerable  restlessness. 

It  was  about  the  middle  of  the  afternoon 
when  I  heard  a  bull  "bugle"  not  far  away,  and 
shortly  afterwards  I  heard  an  answer,  though 
much  fainter.  It  was  the  response  to  the 
challenge,  and  I  felt  that  if  I  could  get  near 
enough  to  witness  the  meeting  in  safety  I 
would  have  "something  to  write  home  about.'' 
as  well  as  remember  for  a  long  time.  Anyway, 
I  was  intrigued  enough  to  steal  my  way  quietly 
in  the  direction  of  the  "bugling"  until  I  could 
see  in  an  open  place,  some  acres  In  extent,  a 
regal -looking  animal  In  a  defiant  attitude 
waiting  for  the  approach  of  its  rival  with  neck 
outstretched  and  "bugle"  sounding.  It  had 
chosen  the  battleground,  which  was  plentifully 
sprinkled  with  sword-ferns  and  clumps  of 
brush  and  devils  club. 


from  their  throats  as  their  desperate 
tlons  made  them  short-winded. 

Once,  twice,  they  reared  on  their  hind  legs 
and  st nick  at  one  another  with  their  hard, 
sharp  hoofs,  scoring  cuts  In  one  another's 
breasts.    Time  and  again  they  broke  loose, 
backing  away,  only  to  race  at  each  other  im- 
mediately  with   renewed   fury.     They  were 
excellently  matched,  and  lt  began  to  look  Ilka 
a  case  of  endurance,  while  I  began  to  wonder 
when  I  was  going  to  be  able  to  beat  a  safe 
retreat,  when  the  battling  animals  seemed  to 
engage  In  a  last  desperate  effort,  the  culmina- 
tion of  which  left  both  apparently  exhausted 
lor  a  moment,  when  one  started  to  back  away, 
still  on  the  defensive,  the  other  evidently 
making  a  bluff  at  following  for  a  brief  second, 
thought  better  of  it.  then  gave  vent  to  a  more 
or  less  sickly  "bugle,"  which  I  figured  was  my 
cue  to  cut  loose  with  a  yell.  I  did  lustily,  which 
caused  the  bull  some  surprise,  and  not  sensing 
where   the   sound  came   from   he  appeared 
defiant.    So  I  lifted  my  voice  again  and  had 
the  satisfaction  to  watch  him  turn  and  go 
slowly  upstream.   My  way  was  downstream.

valleys  and  the  meadows  of  favored  bench 
lands  provide  to  make  pictures  that  linger 
long  In  the  memory 

Threatened  with  extinction  at  one  time,  the

One  of  America's  First  Rackets 

I WAS  introduced  to  the  stranger.  His 
name.  I  learned,  was  Steve  PhUlips.  I 
didn't  know  then  that  he  was  the  most  pow- 
erful boarding  master  in  Rio— a  man  of  whom 
terible  stories  were  told  In  fo'c's'les.  He  drugged 
his  victims,  it  was  said,  or,  if  it  suited  him 
better,  he  slugged  them.

AN  Englishwoman  died  recently  In  Italy 
who  had  done  more  than  most  states- 
men to  draw  England  and  Italy  together.  She 
was  a  nurse.  Miss  Dorothy  Snell.  Soon  after 
she  graduated,  Miss  Snell  filled  a  position  in 
the  military  hospital  at  Aldershot.  When 
during  the  Boer  War  In 
South  Africa  this  capable  nurse  was  one  of 
those  chosen  to  accompany  and  tend  the 
soldiers. 

Florence  Nlghtingade  long  before  had  made 
a  name  for  the  nurses  of  England.  The  Queen 
of  Italy,  always  ready  to  give  help  In  time  of 
trouble,  had  felt  the  need  of  trained  and  skilful 
nurses.  When,  some  twenty  years  ago.  a  college 
was  to  be  opened  for  the  training  of  Italian 
girls  as  nurses.  Miss  Snell.  then  an  experienced 
and  very  valuable  nurse,  was  chosen  as  Its 
head.  It  was  not  very  long  before  she  and 
some  of  her  nurses-ln-training  were  called  to 
the  front.  They  tended  the  soldiers  during 
those  terrible  four  years.  Then  Miss  Snell 
returned  to  her  college. 

At  sixty-two  the  work  of  the  beloved  nurse 
was  finished.  Warm  hearted  Italians  came 
from  far  and  near  to  do  honor  to  this  foreign 
lady  who  had  proved  herself  so  loving  a 
friend  and  servant  of  their  land.  The  funeral 
procession  was  half  a  mile  long. 

The  Queen  of  Italy  was  one  of  the  mourners 
and  laid  on  the  bier  a  wreath  of  English  roses. 
The  Englishwoman  was  buried  in  the  Campo 
Santo  with  the  good  and  great  of  the  land. 


THERE  is.  as  most  grown-ups  know,  a 
desk  in  our  crowded  library  where 
a  number  of  the  newer  books  are 
placed  for  all  readers  to  see.  These  are  not 
story-books  or  fiction.  They  are  often  quite 
large  and  hard  to  read.  But  among  these 
volumes  the  other  day  was  a  little  book  called 
'  The  Life  of  Birds,"  by  T.  A.  Coward. 

The  cover  .  Is  quite  plain,  but  there  are  fif- 
teen excellent  Illustrations.  The  ninety-four 
pages  of  reading  matter  can  be  understood  by 
any  child,  but  contain  information  that  few 
people  possess 

It  Is  very  plain  that  the  writer  loves  the 
birds  and  knows  them  well.  Although  the 
book  Is  about  birds  that  make  their  homes  In 
England,  it  Is  of  very  great  lnteast. 

For  example,  this  Is  part  of  what  is  said  of 
the  value  of  birds: 

"As  I  tried  to  show  you  when  telling  about 
the  food  that  birds  eat,  we  must  not  be  In 
too  big  a  hurry  to  say  that  a  bird  is  harmful 
because  It  Is  troublesome  at  one  time  of  the 
year,  or  In  one  particular  place.  Nor  must 
we  condemn  a  bird  that  injures  one  man  and 
yet  does  good  to  others.  The  owl  Is  a  very 
good  example  of  what  I  mean;  the  sportsman 
not  like  it.  but  the  farmer  does. 


"We  must,  as  we  say.  take  a  wider  view 
and  try  to  find  out  what  Is  the  value  of  bird: 
at  a  whole.  Plants,  Insects,  birds  and  animal- 
are  dependent  on  each  other,  and  If  we  man 
age  to  kill  off,  or  as  we  call  It.  exterminate 
some  bird,  say.  which  we  think  Is  troublesome 
we  are  either  allowing  some  other  creature 
which  It  kept  in  check  to  Increase  or  we  art 
starving  other  kinds  which  fed  upon  it. 

•  What  would  follow  if  there  were  no  birds? 
Insects  and  weeds  would  increase  enormously, 
and  trees  would  be  leafless,  plants  devoun-cl 
and  the  trees  themselves  be  bored  by  beetles 
and  larvae  of  moths  and  sawflles  until  thin 
would  be  no  sound  wood  to  build  with  or  to 
use  for  furniture.  We  might  protect  some  of 
our  fruit  by  spraying  with  poisons  but  we#could 
not  afford  to  spray  the  whole  country.'  We 
should  have  to  fight  against  the  Insects,  slugs 
and  snails  much  more  than  we  do  when  the 
birds  are  helping  us.  as  they  do  now." 

Mr.  Coward  koes  on  to  show  how  birds  have 
prevented  a  plague  of  locusts  and  of  other  in- 
sects and  closes  with  an  appeal  to  children 
to  love  and  do  their  best  to  protect  jlrds.

THE  heavy  storms  have  caused  many  "mer- 
maid's purses"  to  be  washed  up  by  the 
tide  along  our  coasts.  We  may  often  pick  them 
up  on  the  beach. 

The  "mermaid's  purse"  is  the  egg  capsule 
of  a  fish-skate,  ray.  or  dogfish.  The  common- 
est belong  to  skates  and  rays,  five  kinds  being 
found  belonging  to  five  different  skates  or 
rays.  The  most  familiar  Is  the  purse  of  the 
thornback. 

Those  working  on  these  fishes  at  the  Ply- 
mouth Laboratory  are  much  interested  in  the 
unusual  number  of  these  purses,  for  although 
.«o  often  tossed  up  on  the  shore,  nobody  knows 
the  exact  place  where  the  fishes  breed.  It  is 
a  mystery  yet  to  be  solved. 

These  egg  capsules  are  laid  in  couples,  but 
one  fish  may  lay  many  couples,  for  they  have 
been  watched  in  one  of  the  large  laboratory 
tanks  and  upward  of  thirty  capsules  were  laid 
by  one  fish,  all  of  which  were  burled  in  the 


Each  purse  has  the  form  of  a  hard  and 
tough  pouch  with  two  horns  at  each  end, 
one  pair  longer  than  the  other  pair.  The  sur- 
face is  shiny  and  black  and  the  pouch  bulges 
out  in  the  centre  where  the  egg  is.  Pieces  of 
seaweed  are  sometimes  seen  and  often  sandy 
mud  is  found  clinging  to  'the  smooth  surface. 

There  is  only  one  egg  Inside  and  it  is  pro- 
vided with  a  large  yoke  on  which  the  develop- 
ing fish  feeds.  The  little  fish  stays  in  the 
purse  for  weeks  or  months,  and  when  It  comes 
out  it  is  very  like  the  parent,  and  begins  to 
feed  almost  as  soon  as  it  is  hatched. 

The  eggs,  being  so  safe  in  their  hard,  pro- 
tective covering,  are  much  fewer  than  in  the 
case  of  such  fishes  as  the  herring,  cod.  and 
plaice,  which  just  send  out  their  eggs  into 
the  sea  and  leave  them  at  the  mercy  of  in- 
numerable enemies  and  destructive  storms. 

In  these  cases  the  eggs  must  be  very  numer- 
ous for  any  to  survive  at  all.  They  are  so  tiny 
that  many  laid  in  a  row  would  go  to  the 
inch.  The  purses  of  the  rays  and  skates  are 
several  Inches  long;  some  may  be  as  much  as 
nine  Inches.

The  Rough  Dog 

OST  dogfishes  also  have  these  horny  egg 
capsules,  but,  while  those  of  the  rays 
and  skates  are  always  very  dark,  those  of  the 
dogfishes  are  of  a  very  pale  horn  color.  They 
are  narrower,  too.  and  have  at  the  ends  of 
the  horns  long  curling  threads  by  which  they 
get  entangled  with  weeds  and  other  objects 
so  that  they  are  very  safely  moored. 
•  One  kind,  the  Rough  Dog.  lays  its  eggs  In 
rocky  pools  only  exposed  %y  the  lowest  Spring 
tides.  The  common  dogfish  apparently  de- 
posits them  farther  out.  and  the  purses  are 
very  much  smaller. 

The  purses  of  skates,  rays  and  dogfishes 
are  generally  empty  when  cast  up  on  the 
beach,  and  there  is  a  slit  at  one  end  showing 
the  way  the  little  fish  went  out.  In  the  Ply- 
mouth Laboratory  they  can  be  seen  inside 
the  purses,  and  are  often  hatched  out  of  these.

General  Oglethorpe 

THE  life  story  of  James  Edward  Oglethorpe, 
who  was  born  in  London  on  December  22, 
16M.  is  that  or  a  noble  Britisher  who  won 
through  by  kindliness  and  pluck  and  courage. 

It  was  the  amount  of  poverty  that  he  saw 
on  all  sides  of  him  tliat  decided  him  in  his 
great  life  work.  He  was  sure  that  there  were 
places  across  the  seas  where  men  could  earn 
their  crusts  by  work  and  eat.  He  hit  upon 
Oeorgla.  and  with  a  band  of  120  immigrants 
left  England  on  October  30.  1732.  sailed  up 
the  8avannah  River,  and  settled  on  a  site  on 
which  now  stands  the  town  of  Savannah. 

Oglethorpe  was  possessed  of  the  tact  which 
marks  all  great  Britishers  He  made  friends 
with  the  natives,  and  made  a  great  stand 
a  gainst  slavery. 

His  friendship  with  the  Indians  served  him 
In  good  stead  later,  when  Spam  invaded  the 
territory.  Indian  scouts  posted  themselves  on 
all  the  danger  points,  and  when  the  attack 
came,  Oglethorpe  at  the  head  of  his  troops 
drove  back  the  Spaniards. 

It  was  written  afterwards:  "The  deliverance 
of  Oeorgla  from  the  Spaniards  Is  such  as 
cannot  be  paralleled  but  by  some  instances  out 
of  the  Old  Testament."   A  fitting  tribute  to  a

The  Ivy 


THE  ivy  in  its  early  days  Is  sometimes  a 
dainty  clinging  little  plant,  but  It  soon 
grows  big  and  at  last  may  have  a  stem  like 
a  tree"  as  much  as  ten  inches  in  diameter.  It 
trails  or  climbs,  holding  on  by  a  series  of 
rooqeU.  The  leaves  are  of  two  kinds,  being 
flve-lobed  on  the  climbing  stem  and  oval 
without  divisions  on  the  upper  branches.  The 
flowering  stems  project  a  foot  or  more  from 
'he  climbing  stems  and  the  flowers  rrow  in 
short  globular  clusters,  being  yellowish-green 
in  color.  They  are  not  so  conspicuous  as  the 
.sr-.ooth.  black  berries  which  succeed  them.  At 
the  old  Oreek  games  the  prises  given  to  the 
successful  competitors  were  often  crowns  of 
ivy.  not  large  silver  cups  and  trophies.

Preference  ami  Trade

Aid  to  Agriculture 

LAROE  industrial  organizations  frequently 
embark  on  schemes  much  removed  from 
their  line  of  business  for  the  sake  of  the  ad- 
vertising that  the  enterprise  brings  to  the 
major  enterprise.  One  of  the  most  useful  of 
tuch  projects  as  that  of  a  Montreal  brewing 
firm.  The  company  has  what  is  known  as 
"The  Black  Horses,"  more  than  a  score  of  fine 
Percheron  stallions  which  has  been  placed 
throughout  Quebec  each  year  In  a  special 
breeding  service  designed  to  improve  the  type 
of  draft  horse  raised  there. 

These  stallions  have  already  sired  hundreds 
of  foals.  Five  hundred  and  three  were  the  re- 
sult of  the  first  season  s  service,  and  the  ad- 
ditions to  the  horse  population  of  Quebec 
during  1932.  It  Is  believed,  were  approximately 
the  same  although  the  figure  has  not  been 
announced. 

This  scheme  bids  (air  to  accomplish  the  aim 
of  its  sponsors  for  the  record  of  these  sires  in 
the  showing  Is  an  enviable  one.  At  the  recent 
Chicago  International  Livestock  Exhibition, 
where  the  Percheron  show  Is  one  of  the  largest 
and  most  outstanding  features.  "The  Black 
Horses''  carried  off  six  pgzes,  an  excellent 
record  when  It  Is  considered  that  In  the 
previous  ten  years  only  seven  prizes  were  won 
by  Canadian  Percherons.  At  the  large  Can- 
adian shows  these  fine  stallions  have  carried 
off  the  lion's  sh>  re  of  the  major  awards.  When 
Monarch's  Leat  was  made  grand  champion  at 
Toronto  he  was  added  to  "The  Black  Horses" 
by  purchase. 

This  breeding  service  Is  constructive  adver- 
tising of  the  best  type.  The  firm  Is  doing  an 
Invaluable  work  at  the  same  time  reaping  Its 
reward  In  added  prestige  and  goodwill.  There 
is  much  room  for  similar  work  In  this  province, 
and  It  Is  to  be  hoped  that  public  spirited  cor- 
porations will  undertake  schemes  designed  to 
foster  improved  livestock,  poultry,  etc. 

Creates  New  Grazing  Areas 

THE  beaver,  which  Is  credited  with  much 
good  work  as  the  results  of  its  Industry,  has 
been  revealed  as  a  good  Samaritan  by  the 
cattle  ranchers  of  the  Nicola  Valley.  At  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  Nicola  Farmers'  Insti- 
tute the  question  of  securing  greater  protec- 
tion for  the  beaver  was  discussed,  when  tt 
pointed  out  that  the  valuable  little  fur-r, 
is  diligently  creating  new  grazing  areas  in  the 
interior  of.  the  province. 

President  W.  B.  Jackson  stated  that  thou- 
sands of  acres  of  grazing  land  In  the  Interior 
would  be  little  better  than  desert  If  it  were 
not  for  the  work  of  beaver  colonies  In  damming 
streams  and  creating  reservoirs  of  water. 

This  Is  another  example  of  the  fallacy  of 
destroying  wild  animal  life  without  making 
certain  that  the  good  works  done  are  not  of 
greater  value  than  harm  that  might  be 
caused  from  time  to  time.  The  beaver  has 
been  charged  with  flooding,  and  thereby  mak- 
ing useless,  land  in  some  parts  of  the  province. 
It  Is  a  simple  matter  to  save  his  life,  giving 
him  all  the  protection  possible  from  wild  and 
civilized  enemies  and  moving  him  away  when 
his  work 


Representations  are  being  made  by  growers 
and  the  Provincial  Oovernment  to  Ottawa 
with  a  view  to  a  change  In  the  regulations 
either  to  make  the  American  fruits  and  vege- 
tables dutiable  or  to  make  them  not  entitled 
to  the  British  preference. 

While  employment  would  be  provided  by  the 
establishment  of  new  canneries  In  Canada, 
their  value  In  that  direction  would  be  neglig- 
ible compared  with  the  loss  of  outlets  that 
would  be  suffered  by  the  Canadian  growers. 
Few  persons  are  engaged  In  the  processing  ol 
fruits  and  vegetables  compared  to  the  num- 
l>er  engaged  In  production.  Obviously  the 
loophole  that  would  make  canning  of  Amer- 
ican fruits  and  vegetables  possible  in  Canada 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  obtaining  the  British 
preference  is  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  the 
agreement  negotiated  at  the  Imperial  Con- 
lerence.  It  Is  altogether  likely  that  the 
danger  will  be  averted  before  the  growing 
and  canning  season  comes  around.

In  the  garden  that  1*  well  designed, 
the  attraction  would  not  be  drawn  directly  to 
the  bed  of  asters,  or  what-not.  but  to  the  gar- 
den as  a  whole,  and  one's  comment  would  more 
likely  be,  "What  a  charming  garden!' 

So  breadth  Is  the  art  of  bringing  a  hundred 
separate  objects  into  one  harmonious  whole, 
and  this  Is  what  must  be  aimed  at  If  a  good 
garden  Is  desired.

VOR  years  dairy  farmers  have  relied  upon 
silage  as  the  principal  source  of  Winter 
roughage,  and  have  studied  with  Interest 
various  methods  of  preserving  silage.  The 
latest  of  these  Is  the  practice  of  adding  hydro- 
chloric acid  to  the  chopped  green  forage,  the 
so-called  A.I.V.  process  as  developed  In  Finland. 

British  Columbia  dairymen  are  not  unfamil- 
iar with  the  value  of  acid  conditions  in  the 
preservation  of  silage.  Chopped  corn  and 
."■unflowers  almost  always  make  satisfactory 
silage  chiefly  because  an  acid  fermentation  in- 
variably takes  place  when  these  forage  crops 
are  placed  in  a  silo.    Oreater  difficulties  have 


vitamin  and  general  quality  of  the  milk  and 
butter  is  superior  when  A.I.V.  silage  rather 
than  ordinary  Winter  feed  Is  used.

Process  Is  Simple 


are  no  technical  difficulties  that 
prevent  the  adoption  of  the  A.I.V. 
process  in  British  Columbia.  Hydrochloric 
acid  can  be  purchased  as  cheaply  here  as  In 
Europe,  and  the  required  acidity  of  pH  3.4  can 
easily  be  established  at  very  low  cost  by  the 
use  of  a  special  Indicator  dye.  There  Is  little 
doubt  that  the  process  will  overcome  many  of 
the  farmer's  difficulties  In  the  preservation  of 
clover  and  grass  silage.

tion can  be  created  by  the  addition  of  mineral 


Heating  Plants 

FOR  several  years  prior  to  1030  there  was 
little  of  the  harvested  crop  of  the  prairies 
that  was  not  put  to  commercial  use.  Even 
the  refuse  screenings,  that  Is  the  least  valu- 
able class  of  screenings  separated  from  grain 
a-  the  large  terminal  elevators  at  Fort  Wil- 
liam and  Port  Arthur,  found  their  way  Into 
feed  channels  through  various  feed  mixtures, 
and  such  as  were  not  employed  In  this  way  In 
Canada  found  sale  in  export  markets. 

The  Feeding  Stuffs  Act.  administered  by 
the  Seed  Branch  of  the  Federal  Department 
of  Agriculture,  and  designed  to  standardize 
the  quality  and  regulate  the  sale  of  mill  by- 
products and  commercial  feeds,  became  law  In 
1920.  From  that  date  the  use  of  refuse 
screenings  as  a  constituent  of  any  feeding 
stuffs  sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  Canada  has 
been  prohibited,  because  of  their  high  content 
of  unpalatable  and  deleterious  weed  seeds. 
This  provision  of  the  Feeding  Stuffs  Act  had 
the  Immediate  effect  of  raising  the  quality  of 
feeding  stuffs  In  Canada. 

While  commercial  feeds  sold  readily  at  at- 
tractive prices    there    remained  an  export 
market  for  refuse  screenings,  but  with  pre- 
vailing low  prices  the  demand  for  this  class 
of  material  as  feed  practically  ceased  and  the 
elevators  became  faced  with  the  difficulty  of 
getting  rid  of  bulky    and  fast  accumulating 
material  for  which  there  was  no  longer  any 
sale.   The  problem  was  solved  by  making  use 
of  the  refuse  screenings  as  fuel  at  heating 
plants  and  power  plants,  and  during  the  past 
Summer  heating  plants  at  many  divisional 
points  In  Northwestern  Ontario  and  in  Mani- 
toba and  even  as  far  West  as  Broadview.  In 
Saskatchewan,  were  operated    on  this  ma- 
terial.   Cars  of  refuse  screenings  were  billed 
on  the  order  of  the  railway  which  took  them 
West  or  East  on  regular  freight  trains  and 
dumped  them  off  where  they  could  be  used.

Beginner  at  Beekeeping 
and  His  Difficulties  in 
Getting  Started 


Added  When  Filling  Silo 

THE  A.I.V.  process  is  so  named  after  the 
Initials  of  the  inventor,  Prof.  A.  I.  Vlrta- 
nln.  of  Finland,  and  It  consists  of  spraying  the 
green  forage  as  the  silo  Is  being  filled  with  a 
dilute  solution  of  hydrochloric  acid.  The 
acidity  Is  brought  to  pH  3.4  on  the  familiar 
scale  now  used  alike  by  industrialists  and 
farmers  to  denote  the  exact  degree  of  acidity 
in  materials.  At  pH  3.4  the  living  organisms 
and  ferments  that  lower  the  feed  value  of 
silage  are  not  active,  provided  air  Is  excluded. 
Ordinarily  there  Is  a  lo&s  of  ten  to  thirty  per 
cent  of  the  nutrient  In  forage  materials  as  the 
result  of  storage  In  silos.  This  loss  Is  reduced 
to  less  than  five  per  cent  by  the  A.I.V.  process, 
and  apparently  dairy  cattle  do  not  object  to 
the  acid  condition  of  the  forage.  The  free  acid 
practically  all  disappears  during  the  curing 
process,  and  although  chalk  Is  sometimes  fed 
with  the  silage  to  neutralize  the  acid,  the  ad- 
dition of  chalk  or  lime  does  not  seem  to  be 
necessary. 

The  A.I.V.  process  Is  being  Investigated  in 
farmers  and  experimental  stations  In  Finland. 
Denmark  and  Orcat  Britain,  and  the  reports 
so  far  published  have  been  favorable.  The 
indications  are  that  the  amount  of  grain  con- 
centrates can  be  materially  reduced  when 
A.I.V.  silage  takes  the  place  of  ordinary  silage, 
particularly  If  prepared  from  young  grass  and 
The  investigations  also  reveal  that  the 


ONE  of  the  first  difficulties  the  beginner  in 
beekeeping  encounters  Is  the  amount  of 
contrary  advice  that  Is  usually  so  freely  of- 
fered him.

Balancing  the  Hen  s  Rat  ion 

TIE  necessity  of  a  protein  supplement  in 
the  feeding  of  laying  hens  was  discovered 
bj  an  Alberta  farmer  In  a  forceable  manner 
last  Summer.  For  two  years  In  succession  this 
fanner  lost  his  entire  grain  crop  through 
drought,  and  his  flock  of  600  White  Leghorns 
was  his  only  source  of  income.  He  was  forced 
to  buy  all  his  feed,  which,  of  course,  was  very 
cheap  In  that  grain-growing  country,  but 
during  the  year  October  1.  1931,  to  September 
30,  1932,  his  flock  returned  him  $572.21  after 
deducting  all  costs  of  supplies  purchased. 

He  was  feeding  beef  scrap  as  his  protein 
supplement,  but  when  the    price    of  eggs 
dropped  to  four  and  one-half  cents  a  doaen 
last  June  he  decided  he  could  no  longer  afford 
that  ingredient.   Immediately  he  discontinued 
the  supplement  egg  production  began  to  fall 
off  and  he  found  he  had  to  restore  the  beef 
scrap  to  obtain  any  eggs  at  all.  Restoration 
Of  the  beef  scrap  soon  restored  production, 
convincing  him  of  the  necessity  of  a  protein 
fcupplement  regardless  of  the  price  of  eggs 
Beef  scrap,  fish  meal.  *klm  milk  or  butter-

Dominion  Livestock  Branch  Is  based  on  the 
principle  that  it  la  sound  business  to  classify 
livestock  and  livestock  products  in  such  a  way 
that  the  consumer  will  be  able  to  recognise 
and  purchase  quality  products,  and  that  the 
price  premium  which  the  consumer  will  pay 
for  the  better  grades  should  be  returned  to 
the  producer  of  them  Practice  has  proven 
the  value  of  the  theory  involved  In  the  grad- 
int  principle  Oradlng  activities  have  been 
a  tremendous  incentive  to  quality  production, 
with  resultant  price  benefit  to 


THE  Progeny  Test  is  the  only  means  by 
which  the  transmission  of  fecundity  can 
be  measured.  When  the  daughters  of  a  given 
sire  prove  to  be  good  egg  producers  by  actual 
trapnest  records,  the  sire  Is  said  to  be 
potent  with  respect  to  the  character  of 
production. 

In  order  to  measure  the  productivity  of  a 
group  of  pullets  from  a  given  sire,  factors  other 
than  Inheritance  must  be  kept  in  mind.  Such 
environmental  factors  as  rearing,  housing,  feed, 
development,  etc.,  all  have  a  direct  bearing  on 
production,  and  one  of  them.  If  not  conducive 
to  normal  development,  will  seriously  affect 
results. 

To  get  a  fairly  accurate  test  of  the  prepo- 
tency of  a  male  bird,  he  should  be  mated  to  a 
number  of  females.  The  number  Of  females 
required  should  not  be  less  than  four  or  Ave. 
and  if  ten  or  twelve  females  are  included  In 
the  mating,  so  much  the  better.  Mating  a 
male  to  one  or  two  females,  and  concluding 
that  because  the  production  of  the  daughters 
was  good  the  sire  was  a  prepotent  male  would 
be  to  assume  that  the  character  for  high  egg 
production  was  transmitted  by  the  male  only. 
This,  however,  Is  not  always  the  case.  Where 
a  given  male  Is  mated  with  a  number  of  fe- 
males and  the  production  of  the  daughters  Is 
uniform  and  high,  it  is  fairly  safe  to  assume 
that  the  character  for  high  egg  production  Is 
transmitted  by  the  male  In  question.  It  does 
not  prove,  however,  that  this  same  character  is 
not  present  in  and  transmitted  by  the  females 
mothers  of  the  pullets. 

Sire  Is  Half  the  Flock 

A CHICK  Inherits  approximately  half  of  Its 
traits  from  Its  sire,  and  half  from  the 
dam.  When  one  of  the  parents  possesses 
greater  prepotency  than  the  other,  the  off- 
spring takes  after  that  parent  more  than  after 
the  other  Therefore,  with  progeny  from  only 
a  few  matlngs.  it  Is  Impossible  to  tell  whether 
the  sire  or  the  dam  has  been  the  larger  con* 
trlbutlng  factor. 

It  La  much  easier  and  more  practical  to 
measure  the  transmitting  ability  of  the  sire 
than  that  of  the  dam.  The  male  bird  can  be 
mated  with  a  number  of  females  at  one  time, 
whereas  this  is  impossible  with  the  females. 
To  get  a  prepotent  test  on  a  female  would 
necessitate  that  she  be  mated  with  a  number 
of  different  males,  and  unleas  the  matlngs  for 
a  particular  season  were  broken  up  Into  short 
periods,  which  Is  Inadvisable,  the  time  required 
to  complete  the  test  would  not  be  comparable 
with  the  life  of  the  hen. 

It  is  Important  that  all  pullets  sired  by  the 
male  bird  to  be  tested  should  be  included  in  the 
progeny  teat.  Selection  of  a  picked  pen  would 
destroy  the  accuracy  of  the  test.  It  Is  equally 
Important  tht  pullets  showing  physical  de- 
tects should  be  eliminated,  but  all  healthy  nor- 
mally developed  pullets  should  be  trapnestetf. 
and  the  larger  the  number  of  pullets  from  each 
Individual  mating  the  more  accurate  will  be 
the  rating  of  the  sire  for  the  desired  character. 

Progeny  Testing  Service 

TIE  Poultry  Division  of  the  Experimental 
Farm  Branch  of  the  Federal  Department 
of  Agriculture  have  Inaugurated  what  La  known 
as  the  Registration  Progeny  Test.  This  Is  an 
extension  of  the  Canadian  National  Poultry 
Registration  programme,  and  consists  of  the 
trapnestlng  of  the  daughters  of  registered 
Lirds  on  the  owners'  plants.  This  policy.  In 
conjunction  with  the  egg-laying  contests,  fur- 
nishes the  basis  for  the  progeny  testing  of 
registered  male  birds.

tractive?  Not  where  It  Is  densest  and  darkest, 
but  where  It  thins  away  Into  the  open  glade! 
Nothing  in  the  garden  can  compare  with  this 
open  glade  effect  unless,  Indeed,  it  Is  the  un- 
ruffled surface  of  a  stream.  But  a  stream  Is 
not  a  possibility  in  every  garden. 

Start  your  garden  plan,  therefore,  by  arrang- 
ing for  your  grass  area,  large  or  small,  and 
prepare  your  ground  with  such  care  as  to  In- 
sure the  greenest  and  thickest  sod  possible. 

Broad  Expanses 

HAVING  obtained  a  rich,  thick  turf,  be  very 
chary  of  breaking  up  Its  main  expanse 
by  flower  beds  or  anything  else.  It  is  upon  at 
least  one  unbroken  stretch  of  lawn  you  must 
rely,  more  than  upon  anything  else,  for  that 
aspect  of  repose  that  makes  a  skilfully-designed 
garden  a  perennial  joy.  Just  as  a  tired  brain 
will  turn  to  the  open  sea  or  to  distant  hills, 
where  there  is  no  definite  object  to  claim  the 
attention,  so  It  turns  to  the  expanse  of  grass- 
land. 

Let  flower  beds  and  shrubberies  He  around 
It  and  push  out  Into  It  from  the  outside,  but 
keep  the  main  expanse  of  It  unbroken.  Let 
the  lawn,  whenever  possible,  be  laid  out  so 
that  It  gets  plenty  of  sunshine,  and  broad,  cool 
shadows  of  trees  at  successive  hours  of  the  day. 
And  whatever  the  detail  of  your  plan  may  be! 
you  have  at  least  the  main  feature  of  a  pleas- 
ant, reposeful  garden  even  though  It  be  only 
a  back  garden  on  a  cHy  lot. 

The  proportion  of  ground  devoted  to  the 
lawn  will,  of  course,  depend  upon  circumstances. 
To  lay  out  a  lawn  disproportionately  large  will 
detract  from  the  variety  and  extent  of  the  gar- 
den, and  particularly  if  it  exposes  the  boun- 
daries of  the  plot. 

Hiding  the  Boundaries 

AVERY  Important  matter,  particularly  In 
small  gardens,  is  to  cunningly  conceal 


Its  limits  from  any  one  point  of  view.  This 
should  be  always  considered  in  deciding  on 
the  decorative  features  to  be  used—clusters  of 
shrubs,  trcllls-work.  archways  and  so  on.  It 
is  astonishing  what  a  little  artutlo  skill  and 
ingenuity  may  do  to  give  variety  and  seeming 
extent  to  even  a  back  garden.  However  small 
the  plot  of  ground.  It  should  not  all  be  shown 
at  once.  But.  on  the  other  hand,  care  must 
be  taken  not  to  partition  off  one  piece  from  the 
other  so  completely  as  to  cut  one  small  garden 
Into  two  or  three  smaller  ones. 

The  position  of  trees  already  established  Is 
a  very  Important  matter.  If  an  established 
tree  Is  in  good  health,  only  soma  very  good 
reason  should  cause  Its  removal.  A  garden 
with  established  trees  Is  half  made,  and  one 
should  be  thankful  If  ones  plot  already  con- 
tains 3ome  Old  trees  give  an  ah  of  dignity 
and  Interest  that  cannot  be  obtained  in  an 
average  lifetime. 

No  doubt  one  may  have  too  many  old  trees. 
It  Is  best  to  begin  a  garden  with  a  few  old  trees 
and  plenty  of  room  for  young  ones,  and  then 
to  use  skill  and  Judgment,  to  adapt  your  plans 
to  the  old  occupant*  of  the  ground  by  choos- 
ing suitable  companions  for

ON  DON — This  is  "derivation"  week.  Two  questions, 
topical,  have  been  asked.  The  first  is  "what  is  the  origin 
of  the  word  sterling  as  applied  in  this  country  in  con- 
nection with  money?"  Sterling,  in  relation  to  .  international 
debts  and  exchange,  has  been  in  most  people's  mouths  though 
seldom,  unfortunately,  in  their  pockets.  The  commonly  given 
derivation  is  this :

Nearly  seven  centuries  ago  the 
Hanaeatic  League,  a  federation  of 
Qerman  towns  engaged  In  the  Bal- 
tic trade,  established  a  trading  col- 
ony In  London.  They  were  known 
as  Easterlings.  The  constant  de- 
basing of  the  English  coinage  by 
this  monarch  or  that  resulted  In  the 
fact  that  they  bore  no  relation  to 
the  metal  from  which  they  were 
struck.  Consequently  these  German 
merchants  adopted  a  method  to 
safeguard  themselves  from  financial 
loss.  80  they  stipulated  In  their 
dealings  that  they  should  be  paid  In 
coin  of  their  own  standard.  Their 
coins  were  of  uniform  weight  and 
excellence  and  they  refused  to  be 
paid  in  any  other  medium  than 
their  own  standard— the  Easterllng 
pound. 

Alas  for  that  explanation!  The 
word  sterling  as  applied  to  coins 
is  at  least  two  centuries  older  than 
the  Easterlings.  It  is  at  least  much 
more  likely  that  the  word  means— 
as  it  was  once  pronounced— star- 
ling, that  is.  a  little  star.   Arid  that 


early  coinage  bore  upon  It  either  a 
small  bird  (a  starling?)  or  a  star. 
WHO  WAS  THE  SAINT? 
The  other  question  Is,  "Who  was 
St.    Andrew,  the  patron  saint  of 
Scotland?" 

On  St.  Andrews  Day.  although 
nearly  every  Caledonian  In  Lon- 
don, or  at  any  rate  in  Fleet 
Street,  (and  some  others)  ear- 
nestly offered  liquid  tributes  to 
the  saints  memory,  none  of  them 
seemed  to  know  anything  about  him 
beyond  his  name. 

No  doubt  most  of  St.  Andrew's 
story  Is  traditional  and  without 
much  basis  of  concrete  historical 
fact,  but  the  general  legend  Is  that 
he  was  the  apostle  brother  of  St. 
Peter,  and  that  he  was  crucified  In 
Oreece  head  downwards  on  an  X- 
shaped  cross  of  the  form  appearing 
In  the  Union  Jack  of  today,  and 
was  buried  there.  Then  what  is 
now  called  Scotland  (at  the  time 
Inhabited  mainly  by  the  Plcts) 
came  into  the  story.  The  Scots 
themselves  came  afterwards. 

A  certain  abbot  named  Regulus, 
feeling  an  urge  to  Christianize  the 
natives  of  the  northern  part  of  our 
■  land  set  sail  from  Oreece,  taking 
with  him  some  of  St.  Andrew's 
bones.  Somewhere  about  the  year 
497  A  D.  he  landed  at  a  spot  then 
inelegantly  named  "The  Swlnes 
Headland."  but  which  we  now  call 
St.  Andrews,  and  there  he  burled 
the  bones  and  founded  a  church. 
And— no  doubt  becaure  of  the  bones 
— many  miraculous  things  happened 
there.  So  the  Plcts  'in  course  of 
time  abandoned  their  own  deities 
and  adopted  St.  Andrew  as  their 
patron  saint  to  aid  them  against 
the  troublesome  Soots. 

About  350  years  passed,  and  final- 
ly in  about  the  year  844  the  Scots 
under  Kenneth  McAlpln  disposed 
of  the  Plcts.   Then  they  took  stock 
of  their  loot— and  they  took  over 
8t.  Andrew  as  a  going  concern. 
PINCHED  THE  HAGOIS 
Still    talking  of    Scotland,  the 
celebrations  of  St.  Andrew's  Day  in 
London  have  brought  forward  an-] 
other  burning  matter.    Just  as  the 
Scots  "pinched"  St.    Andrew  from 
the  Plcts.  even  so  it  is  alleged  did 
they  take  their  national  dish— the 
haggis— from  the  French. 

No  less  an  authority  on  the  his- 
tory of  cuisine  than  the  chef  of  the 
Savoy  Hotel  maintains  that  haggis 
was  taken  to  Scotland  for  the  first 
time  by  Mary  Queen  of  Scots  when 
she  went  there  from  France  In 
1561.  And  he  says,  too,  that  the 
500  pounds  of  haggis  which  the 
Scots  consumed  at  the  St.  Andrew's 
night  dinner  were  prepared  from 
tho  ancient  recipe  used  at  the  old 
court  of  France. 

I  suppose  to  most  8esaenachs  the 
composition  of  haggis  Is  a  mystery 
— except  that  it  Is  "entrails  boiled 
In  a  bag."  Here  at  any  rate  is  one 
recipe  verbatim:

OPERA  TAKES 
ON  NEW  LIFE 

National  Council  Formed  in 
England  Mainly  Instru- 
ment of  Patronage 


LONDON  (BUP).— Grand  opera 
In  Britain  is  to  have  a  new  lease 
of  life.  A  national  council  was 
formed  in  November  wheh.  in  the 
words  of  the  official  announcement, 
"will  be  mainly  an  Instrument  of 
patronage,  and  will  occupy  iUelf 
with  advancing  the  Interests  of  vari- 
ous opera  seasons  here  and  In  the 
provinces." 

For  years  opera  has  struggled 
against  falling  receipts  and  public 
apathy,  engendered  by  the  talkies, 
tho  radio  and  a  lack  of  talent.  It 
received  a  reprieve  during  the  last 
Labor  Government,  which,  mainly 
through  the  efforts  of  Lady  Snow- 
den,  wife  of  the  crippled  "Iron" 
granted  It  a  subsidy  of  $87,500  a 
year. 

A  LOSING  BATTLE 

But  still  it  fought  a  losing  battle 
Something  had  to  be  done  to  bring 
back  the  days  when  society  rented 
Its  boxes  by  the  year. 

That  something  was  an  agree- 
ment between  five  of  the  six  bodies 
interested  in  opera— the  Covent 
Garden  Syndicate,  the  Imperial 
League  of  Opera,  the  Old  Vic  The- 
atre, the  Sudler's  Wells  Theatre, 
and  the  British  Broadcasting  Cor- 
poration—which resulted  In  the  na- 
tional council. 

Its  membership  will  number  about 
250  and  will  Include  the  most  dis- 
tinguished musical  amateurs  in 
every  pari  of  the  country. 

BOARD  ENLARGED 

At  the  same  time,  the  board  of

It  is  the  cost  of  initiation  which 
is  so  steep  that  the  candidate  is 
often  obliged  to  default.  There  is 
the  little  matter  of  stamp  duties 
and  fees,  which  are  payable  In  the 
peer's  letters  of  patent.  In  the  case 
of  a  duke,  these  charges  are  as 
much  as  $4,545,  and  we  already 
have  seen  how  a  mere  knight  must 
pay  $1,650.  The  charges  depend

The  gradations  arc:  Knight,  baro- 
net baron,  viscount,  earl,  marquis, 
duke,  prince  and  king. 

With  the  exception  of  the  two 
lowest  titles  of  knight  and  baronet, 
every  nobleman  ls  a  peer.  The 
creation  of  a  peer  is  no  simple  mat- 
ter. If,  for  Instance,  the  new  peer 
is  a  baron,  he  is  presented  by  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  with  a  bill 
for  stamp  duties,  Crown  Office  fees 
and  Home  Office  fees  for  his  letters 
of  patent,  amounting  to  the  sum 
already  mentioned. 

COSTLY  ACCESSORIES 

Besides  this,  there  are  numerous 
accessories,  such  as  armorial  bear- 
ings, or  coat-of-arms,  which  every 
nobleman  ls  expected  to  possess. 
Lately  many  of  them  have  done 
without  them. 

A  baronet's  coat-of-arms,  com- 
plete with  crest  and  motto,  runs 
into  a  mere  $380.  but  If  he  wants 
heraldic  supporters  on  each  side  of 
the  shield,  he  will  have  to  pay  out 
an  additional  $275.  To  become  a 
baron  in  full  style  coats  $2,305. 
while  the  costs  of  becoming  a  duke 
or  a  marquis  ls  greater  In  propor- 
tion. 

All  this  money  is  Just  so  much 
created  peers  to  foot  these  formid- 
able bills.  In  such  cases  the  peers 
are  subsidized  by  the  civil  con- 
tingencies fund.  In  1931.  many 
thousands  of  dollars  were  expended 
in  behalf  of  Lord  Baden-Powell, 
founder  of  the  British  Boy  Scouts; 
the  late  Lord  Plumer,  field  mar- 
shal of  the  British  army,  who 
fought  in  the  World  War  under 
Oeneral  Halg.  and  Lord  Pasafield. 
while  Justice  Sankey  was  allotted  a 
large  sum  to  cover  the  cost  of  hU 
magnificent  Judicial  robes.

Frequently  I  get  a  letter  by  a 
parent,  complaining  of  grandparent* 
living  near  who  lure  the  young 
grandchildren  to  their  home,  where 
they  lavish  all  sorts  of  gifts  and 
sweets  upon  these  children  and  de- 
stroy In  them  the  good  habits  which 
their  parents  had  worked  hard  to 
cultivate. 

For  example,  one  mother  writes 
"I  am  a  young  mother,  age  twenty- 
three,  have  a  good  husband  and 
two  children,  aged  three  and  a  half 
and  one  and  a  half.  We  live  on  a 
rented  farm.  .  .  .  The  children's 
grandparents  live  about  one  mile 
away  and  are  always  coming  here  to 
take  my  children  home  with  them, 
several  times  a  week,  or  every  other 
day;  are  always  coaxing  them  to 
come  to  their  house  and  stay  all 
day,  say  they  have  some  new  kitty 
or  dog  or  cookie  or  something  to 
show  or  to  give  them. 

"When  they,  go  to  town  they  al- 
ways stop  here  and  ask  the  boy  to 
go  along,  when  they  know  I  don't 
want  him  to  go,  and  then  take  him 
home  and  often  don't  bring  him 
home  until  half-past  eight,  way 
past  his  bedtime.  This  is  all  mak- 
ing me  very  unhappy  and  nervous. 
...  I  know  they  have  no  right 
to  do  this,  but  nothing  I  can  say 
does  any  good. 

"They  always  want  their  own  way 
■with  everything.  This  Is  hard  on 
the  children,  too,  and  teaches  them 
bad  habits  of  always  wanting  to  go 
away  with  any  car  that  comes  here, 
and  they  are  getting  so  spoiled, 
won't  mind  a  word,  and  are  very 
naughty.  I  put  them  both  to  bed 
for  their  afternoon  nap,  but  there 
they  both  are  rocked  to  sleep,  are 
carried  all  over  the  house,  are  made 
a  big  fuss  over.  I  have  an  awful 
time  trying  to  teach  them  not  to  do 
the  very  things  they  teach  them  to 
do.  I  Just  can't  stand  it  much 
longer,  or  else  I  will  be  a  nervous 
wreck.  Please  answer  In  your 
column."

Answer:  You  are  right,  but  unless 
you  are  sure  you  can  do  something 
about  the  matter,  better  calm  your- 
self and  put  up  with  the  conse- 
quences. No  use  to  wear  yourself 
out  ovar  what  you  can  t  control  or 
change. 

If,  however,  you  can  win  the  co- 
operation of  your  husband,  work  out 
with  him  a  programme  you  are 
going  to  exact  of  the  grandparents. 
Place  the  chlidren  first;  but  try  to 
remember  that  the  motives  of  the 
grandparents  may  be  the  very  best. 
If  you  are  a  clever  salesman  you 
and  Dad  may  win  the  grandparents 
to  your  point  of  view.

We  all  drink  a  great  many  thhigs 
which  do  not.  come  under  the  head- 
ing of  food.  None  of  them  being 
necessary  to  sustain  life,  opinions 
are  sharply  divided  as  to  their  ef- 
fect.

They 
couldn't  see  her  apparent  need  of 
protection  and  care  that  begets  af- 
fecUon  was  the  natural  stimulus  to 
the  development  of  the  very  best  In 
man  —  chivah-y,  courage,  moral 
strength  and  self  sacrifice.  .  .  . 
For  years  past  woman  has  Imposed 
upon  herself  the  task  of  passing 
through  the  wilderness,  with  a 
strange  illusion  of  a  promised  land 
In  the  distance.  Drunk  with  the 
wine  of  success,  she  emerged  Into 
her  promised  land.  She  was  free  to 
do  anything  she  pleased— drink  like 
a  man,  smoke  like  a  man,  displace 
him  from  his  Job  (and  often  do  It 
better),  and  generally  to  be  as  good 
a  marl  as  he  is.  .  .  .  Thoughtful 
women  are  seeing  that  all  their  ef- 
forts to  prove  that  their  real  pur- 
pose in  life  ls  something  other  than 
what  nature  Intended  for  them  has 
been  futile." 

He  said  there  was  no  profession 
open  to  women  today  that  gave  so 
much  training  In  how  properly  to 
live  than  did  the  nursing  profession.

GO  AFTER  DIRT  DIRECTLY 

In  this  day  of  compact  bathrooms 
with  small,  tiled  floors,  many  wom- 
en would  raUier  kneel  down  and  go 
artcr  the  dirt  directly  than  use  a 
long-handled  mop  or  brush.  It's 
Just  as  effective  and  It's  wonderful 
exercise,  especially  for  the  house- 
wife who  hasn't  the  time  to  enjoy 
outdoor  sports. 

The  next  time  you  scrub  the 
bathroom  floor,  open  the  window 
wide  and  get  down  on  your  hands 
and  knees.  Keep  your  abdomen 
muscles  contracted  and  your  back- 
bone as  straight  as  you  can,  other- 
wise as  you  lean  over  and  stretch 
in  all  directions,  there  ls  likely  to 
be  a  strain  on  your  back. 

Wash  a  small  space  at  a  time, 
using  warm  soapsuds,  a  stiff  scrub- 
bing brush,  and  a  clean  cloth  that 
absorbs  water.  If  your  position  ls 
correct  you'll  feel  the  pull  and 
stretch  or  muscles  In  your  arms, 
shoulders,  back  and  sides,  and  even 
In  your  legs. 

Rinse  your  brush  in  the  soapy 
water  often  to  get  rid  or  the  dirt 
and  change  the  supply  as  soon  as 
the  water  becomes  soiled  and  suds 
die  down.  After  the  floor  is  thor- 
oughly scrubbed,  wipe  It  with  a 
cloth  wrung  out  or  clear  water.  Dry 
the  entire  floor  surface  thoroughly, 
else  It  will  readily  catch  the  dust 
and  become  tracked.

SALADS 
There  are  only  a  few  simple 
rules  which  should  be  observed  In 
making  salads.  In  the  first  place, 
the  greens  should  be  clean,  crisp 
and  rresh.  the  dressing  adapted  to 
the  type  or  salad  and  well  seasoned, 
and  colors  and  flavors  should  be 
carerully — even  one  might  say — 
artistically  combined,  for  there  ls  a 
real  art  in  the  preparation  or  a 
salad.  When  chilled  salads  are 
made  or  such  materials  as  fruit, 
vegetables  or  sea  rood,  the  ingredi- 
ents and  dressing  should  be  lightly 
but  thoroughly  mixed  in  order  that 
every  single  piece  will  be  well  sea- 
soned. In  Jellied  salads  the  sea- 
soning ls  combined  with  the  gela- 
tine mixture  and  mayonnaise  is  used 
for  garnishing,  while  in  rrozen 
salads  the  dressing  and  seasoning 
Is  usually  combined  as  ai 
part  of  the  recipe.
